COME  impcrfcdf  and  erroneous  ftate- 
incnM  having  lately  appeared  in  the 
public  prints  rrfpeding  the  fanriy  of 
Sir  Robert  Cilder,  we  oB'er  our  renders 
the  following  account,  which  may  be 
depended  on,  as  drawn  up  fiom  authen* 
tic  (burces. 

Robert  Caldfr,  of  AfTwaidie,  in  the 
county  of  Aberdeen,  had,  btfidts  his 
fon  George,  who  fuccecdcd  to  the 
lands  of  Allwanlie,  in  1615,  another 
foil,  James,  who  married  Margaiet 
Gordon.  Their  fon,  J'homas  Calder, 
of  Shel  l  iff  Miin,  near  Elgin,  inariied 
Klagdaline  Sutherland,  and  had  ifi'ue 
by  her,  James,  William,  and  Hairitt. 
James  married  Gn7el,  cl.iughtti  of 
Mir  Robert  Innes.  of  Inres.  In  Novem¬ 
ber  16S6,  James,  at  that  tin'e  laud  of 
Mui  itounc,  was  created  a  Knight  Ba¬ 
ronet  ot  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  In

I'he  pariih  receives  its  name  from  Its 
fituation  ;  for  the  Saxon  word  p\c 
fignllics  jinus  rijitf  /.  e.  a  curving  or 
reach  ot  the  lea,  nr  winding  of  the 
fho:e  i  as  well  as  a  village,  town,  caltle, 
cr  fortification.  It  Ins  its  additional 
name  of  Kegis,  from  its  being  p.art  ot 
the  dtme.'ncs  ot  the  Ciown.  It  is  fitii- 
ated  on  very  high  ground,  about  a  mile 
well  from  Weymouth,  and  almoll  cii- 
enmpafled  by  the  fea,  except  on  me 
Ea(f  fide. 

The  m.oft  early  account  tint  vve  find 
of  it  is  in  Edward  the  ConlclTor’s  time ; 
when,  and  perhaps  long  hefoic,  it  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Crown.  That  Prince  gave 
it,  with  the  ille  of  Portland,  and  ilie 
manors  of  Waymoulii  and  Elwell,  to 
tite  church  of  Winchefter,  by  way  of 
atonement  for  his  fevere  treatment  of 
his  mother  Emma.  After  the  Con- 
c]uefl,  one  of  the  Clares,  Earl  of  Glou- 
celter  and  Hereford,  exchanged  it  with 
the  church  of  Winchelter  for  Come  otlier 
lands.  From  his  defeendants  it  pallVd 
to  the  Burghs,  E.trls  of  UHler  j  Lionel 
Pukcof Clarence;  the  Mortimers,  Kails 
ofM.irch  ;  and  the  PI  intagenets,  Dukes 
ofYoik.  Edward  theIVth  brought!: 
back  to  the  Crown  ;  and  it  was  after¬ 
wards  granted  to  (bme  of  the  Jilood 
Royal, and  made  part  of  ilie  jointure  of 
Icvcral  (^een.s  of  England.

Chapter  III. 

T  is  a  fare  criterion  of  genius,  that 
the  ideas  which  it  conveys  are  at 
r  once  correct  and  pifturefque.  This  it 
particularly  obvious  in  thofe  lines  of 
~  Gold^ith  *  which  I  have  quoted  in 
the  note  for  two  reafons  :  hrlt,  becaufe 
they  allude  to  Rome,  a  city  that  we 
have  already  dated  to  have  been  the 
model  from  which  Augufta  (London) 
irai  copied  i  and,  fecondly,  becaufe 
the  cottages  of  peafants  ariling  in  the 
bofbm  ot  ruin  and  dilapidation,  fur. 

I  rounded  by  the  mouldering  walls,  and 
partially  covered  by  the  once  fuperb 
domes  of  palaces  and  temples,  fplendid 
even  in  their  decline,  gives  a  (tiong, 
though  melancholy>  picture  of  a  fallen 
metropolis,  a  city  msgniheent  even  in 
decay.  Such  a  piflure  as  may  really 
be.  contemplated  by  turning  to  the 
views  of  Athens  or  of  Rome  f ,  or  the 
eifufions  of  Gafpar  Pouflin,  &c.  where¬ 
in  we  may  behold  the  graphical  efFe^s 
of  contrad,  produced  by  the  intermix* 
ture  of  the  beautiful  and  fublime  with 
the  bland  and  domedic  obje^s  of  vifion, 
and  the  elegant  diver fity  which  cot. 
tages,  homedeads,  trees,  fore  and  back 
grounds,  water,  and  other  appendages 
to  the  landfcape,  inte'’mingled  with 
broken  columns,  arches,  temples,  aqua, 
dufts,  gates,  &c.  produce.  Such  pic> 
turefque  views,  blended  and  extended 
to  an  inHnite  variety,  we  have  no  doubt

f  Thofe  of  Athens  by  Ic  Roy  are  pic- 
turerque  and  romantic,  they  exhibit  drorg 
traits  of  the  French  charaflcrj  wliercas 
(hole  of  Stuart,  while  they  give  the  pic* 
turefque  idea  of  the  places  delineated,  aic 
alfo  correctly  architeAural.  With  rcfptft 
to  Rome,  we  look  to  Pirarcfi. 
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but  that  the  metropolis  of  Britain  af. 
forded,  when,  in  Che  fixth  century,  the 
people  in  fome  degree  refpired  from 
the  dreadful  misfortunes  which  the 
devadatton  occalioned  by  the  incur* 
Hons  of  the  new  feeders  had  brought 
upon  them. 

The  Saxons  alfo  feeling  therafclvcs 
at  hornet  it  became  their  policy  to  en¬ 
deavour  to  repair  ^he  mifehief  which 
their  ignorance  and  barbarity  hidccca- 
lioned.  Ncccinty  had  alrei  ly  obliged 
them  to  conrtruif  houfes,  if  thev  •:oulJ 
be  lb  termed ;  but  as  they  valued  *hcni. 
lelves  upon  their  pirty,  as  th*-/  arc 
reprefentej  to  have  bee  1  a  pco»»’  who 
exceedingly  reverenced  rheh  gods,  and 
delighted  in  the  public  w  *  thi:>  ot  tnem, 
temples  were  the  fecond  objr^Is  of  tiieir 
attention.  They  had  dedroyed  thofe  of 
the  Romins ,  and  fo  unfkillcd  were  they 
in  architetturr,  that  if  it  had  been  ab- 
Iblutely  necelTary,  they  would  not  have 
known  how  to  condrued  others.  Fortu¬ 
nately  it  was  not  j  for  their  idoN,  Thor, 
Woden,  and  Fricco,  (of  which  the  "jr- 
mer  being  the  moll  powerful  was  placed 
in  the  middle,  though  fome  hillorians 
have  ftated  them  to  have  been  worfhip- 
ped  in  temples  with  golden  roofs*,). 

*  Speaking  of  the  worlhip  of  the 
Saxons,  Adam  Bremenfis  fays,  **  In  a 
temple  (called  in  their  vulgar  tongue 
USfola,  the  furniture  whereof  is  all  of 
gold,)  the  people  woifhip  the  llatuet  of 
three  gods :  Thor  being  the  mod  power¬ 
ful,  has  a  place  by  bimfcif  in  the  middle, 
Woden,  and  Fricco,  The  emblems  of 
them  arc  thefc  :  Thor  they  take  to  be 
the  ruler  of  the  air,  and  to  fend,  as  be 
fees  convenient,  thunder  and  lightning, 
winds  and  Oiowers,  for  fair  weather  a^ 
fruit  i  Woden,  the  fecond,  is  more  va¬ 
liant  i  *tis  he  that  manages  wars,  and 
infpires  people  with  courage  agaiuft 
their  enemies}  Fiicco,  the  third,  pre-, 
fents  men  with  peace  and  pleal^uie.'!, 
With  refpeff  to  their  deities,  it  appearl 
that  the  ideas  of  all  heathen  natiuiu 
have  run  in  a  great  degree  parallel^ 
If  the  Perfians  followed  the  Egyptians  ia 
their  adoration  of  the  Suo  and  the  MoOfl, 
the  Saxons  as  clofely  imitated  the  G^ekf 
and  Romans  in  tbcir  worlhip  of  Jqpiter- 
and  Mars,  combined  with  Mercury  and 
Bacchus,  which  were  the  gods  they<Acant 
to  leprefcnt  under  the  nemblauce  of  their 
three  idols.  Nature  taught  ilieoi  to  tear 
and  to  want }  and  the  confequeoce  was, 
the  creation  ct  ybjcRs  to  adore  and  to 
lupplicate. 
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were  addrelfed  in  the  open  air,  from 
a  fublime  idea,  that  fpace  unlimited  was 
more  cunfonant  to  the  ubiquity  of  the 
godhead.  The  temples  of  the  Pagan 
baxont  were,  like  thofe  of  the  molt 
ancient  Druids*,  formed  in  groves , 
and  it  is  a  curious  circiimitance,  that 
the  origin  of  S.1X011  at  rhitcctuie  (hould, 
like  the  principal  member  of  the  Grc- 
cian,  have  uncjueltionably,  though  per¬ 
haps  not  accidentally,  been  derived 
from  a  vegetable  fouice.  That  thefe 
people*s  ideas  (which,  when  (yllema- 
ci/.ed,  (hot  upward,  and  were  extended 
till  tl.w)  ibnncd  luch  augult  and  beau¬ 
tiful  piles,}  were  engendeied  from  ob- 
ferving  the  arrangement  of  the  trunks 
of  the  trees  and  entanglement  of  their 
broad  and  towering  branches,  under 
whofr  lofty  canopy  they  worlhipped 
their  deities,  there  is  nut  the  lead  room 
to  doubr.  The  contemplative  mind, 
even  in  the  fervour  of  devotion,  might 
in  a  moment  form  the  ideas  of  the 


*  A  manifert  change  took  place,  it  has 
been  ohlerved.  in  the  drnidical  rites  and 
manners,  betwixt  the  time  of  C®(ar  and 
their  extermination.  That  their  places 
of  worfhip  were  changed  from  groves,  to 
what,  though  rude,  have  been  termed 
temples,  appears  from  Stonehenge,  and 
other  vediges  of  the  like  nature,  dill  to 
be  feen  in  Cumberland,  OxfordHiire,

**  to  receive  the  Chridian  faith,  for  their 
Druids  had  already  taught  them  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  there  was  hut  one  God.** 


^  it  hat  been  faid,  that  ferpents*  eggs 
were  lifed  as  amulets  ami  charms  among 
the  Gallic  Druids,  and  fnake-dones  ferved 
for  thvlaoie  purpofe  tmong  the  firitifh  ) 
but  f  believe  both  were  common  to  ei¬ 
ther,  only  that  the  eggs  have  peiiditd 
while  the  dones  remain. 


vaulted  and  intricate  roof,  the  inter, 
columniation,  the  aides,  and  long  ar* 
cades  of  a  cathedral  condrudttd  upon 
the  principle  of  what  is  termed  OottU 
AnbiU^lurt,  the  fii  lt  cli'oi  ts  of  wliichit 
is  pleafing  to  rede^f  emanated  liointhe 
metropolis,  and  were  not  employed  in 
the  ere^fion  of  fanes  to  idols,  but  were 
difplayed  in  the  touiulation  ami  onu.

The  redo- 
ration  of  the  City  to  its  former  Ipicn- 
dour  is,  therefore,  to  be  dated  from  the 
l  edoration  of  the  Chriltian  religion,  by 
the  convcirion  of  the  Anglo-Saxons. 
So  low  at  this  time  were  the  arts  and 
literature  among  them,  that  the  archi. 
teefure  of  the  hi  d  churches  had  only 
that  predominating  chara^ler  to  which 
authors  have  annexed  the  af>f)elIarioii 
of  the  ancient  Gothic — this  was  sta¬ 
bility.  Thclc  tdidces  were  exceed¬ 
ingly  daik,  niainve,  and  heavy.  They 
partook  of  the  gloom  of  the  groves 
from  which  they  were  copied,  and  did 
not  exhibit  even  the  fainted  traits  of 
that  dtlc  of  building  which  a  few 
centuries  afterward  prevailed,  and 
which  was,  in  contradidin^fion,  term¬ 
ed  the  Modern  Gothic.  Their  orna¬ 
ments  too  were,  if  podible,  (culp- 
tiired  with  lels  art  than  the  build¬ 
ings  were  condruCfed,  and  in  point 
both  of  defign  and  execution,  are 
infinitely  inferior  to  thole  upon  their 
coin.  In  latf,  they  difplayed  in  their 
figures.  See.  lefs  genius  than  is  to  he 
found  in  the  rudelt  hieroglyphics  upon 
an  Egyptian  obelifk  in  the  fird  efforts 
of  Grecian  fculpture,  when  the  artids 
jult  attempted  to  hew  the  block  off, 
without  being  able  to  produce  the  man, 
or  even  in  the  fcratches  and  diltoi  tions 
of  the  lavages  of  the  newly-difcovered 
countries.  The  date  of  literature  was 
alfo,  as  has  been  obferved,  fo  low,  that 
it  has  been  aflerted,  that  neither  the 
metropolis,  nor  probably  the  whole 
Idand,  afforded  a  Tingle  hook  *.  This 
ignorance  was  never  attributed  to  the 
want  of  genius  in  the  Saxons,  fo  much 
at  to  their  fondnefs  for  arms.  Every 
thing  among  them  had  a  tin6furc  of 
their  military  attachment.  Their  gods 
were  armed  with  helmets  and  pikes,

it  is  altonifhing  to  ubferve  leverai  centu. 
riel  pals  away  without  producing  the 
halt  improvement  in  this  fpecies  of  the 
arts.  -Yet  h  ow  (lowly  did  thev  emerge 
from  their  barbarity,  even  after  the  Nor¬ 
man  Conquelt,  the  coin  of  the  whole  dy 
naftv  of  Piinces  down  to  Henry  the 
Vlllth  will  evince.  The  piece  of 
Edward  the  Conlclfor  to  which  we  have 
alluded,  is  ot  grid, ‘and  is  fuppolcd  to 
have  been  one  of  the  touch  pieces  given  by 
that  Monarch  at  hi»  curing  the  icrophulsr, 
or  the  King's  evil.  This  coin  has  on  its 
obvei  (e  the  head  of  a  Icmale,  attired  in  a 
forehead  cloth  like  a  nun  j  yet  Qie  has 
three  drops  to  her  ear-rings,  and  upon  her 
head  an  nnament  which  is  an  indefcribable 
jometbingf  though  pait  ot  her  hair  and 
lappet  are,  we  think,  apparent.  We 
(hould  not  have  been  to  particular  in  de- 
Icribing  this  coin,  (vir  rather  medal,  tor 
there  is  no  reafon  to  fuppoie  that  it  ever 
was  current,)  but  that  it  once  occafioned 
feme  controverly  among  the  learned. 
It  was  affirmed  to  be  intended  for  the 
head  uf  a  Nun,  or  rather  Ahbels  by  (ome, 
and  by  others  that  of  an  Angel }  nay»  it 
has  been  conjectured,  that  the  appellation 
ot  that  wtil'known  coin  an  angel  was 
(uhiequently  derived  trom  this. 

That  (uperltition  and  cicdulity  with 
refpeCt  to  the  efficacy  ot  the  Royal  touch 
in  the  cure  of  that  dreadful  difeafe  the 
fcrophulae,  (hntild  have  pievailed  in  the 
age  of  Edward  the  C  mfellor,  is  little 
to  be  wondered  at)  his  fuperior  fanCtiry, 
his  unbounded  influence,  the  ideas  of 
love  and  fear  created  by,  and  annexed  to, 
hit  lituation^  all  contributed  to  promote 
them  I  but  that  after  a  long  leries  of 
ages,  in  which  the  idea  of  deriving  l)ene- 
ht  in  this  malady  from  the  touch  of  the 
King  or  Q^een  had  either  lain  dormant 
or  been  vciy  faintly  excitrdf  that  they 
fhoutd  have  been  revived  loon  after  the 
Kefloration,  and  have  continued  in  full 
force  to  that  very  enlightened  period 
the  year  1684,  is  almoft  incrcdiblct 


It  is  a  conjefVurc  that  maybe  hazard¬ 
ed  with  a  reafonable  chance  of  its  pro¬ 
bability, 


Yet  it  does  appear  from  the  Mercuriut 
Politicus,  Feb.  21,  1661,  that  the  multi¬ 
tude  of  people  that  flocked  to  receive  the 
benefit  uf  the  Royal  touch  was  immenfe, 
and  ai fo  that  many  came  twice  or  thrice 
f -T  the  lake  of  the  gold,  which  we  believe 
was  all  the  benefit  that  they  derived  from 
it.  There  is  a  cufious  account  in  the 
fame  publication,  June  21—28,  1660, 
that  on  Saturday,  the  day  appointed  for 
the  ceremony,  his  Majcfly  repaireii  to  the 
Banqueting-houfe,  where  titling  in  a  chair 
of  flaie,  he  flroked  all  that  were  brought 
to  him,  and  then  put  about  their  necks 
a  white  riband  with  an  an^el  of  gold  on 
it,  (which  was  called  an  evil  angel,  i.  e. 
an  angel  for  the  evil  *).  In  this  man¬ 
ner  he  (treked  above  fiX  hundred,--^ 
“  The  kingdom  having  been  lor  a  long 
time  troubled  with  the  evil,  by  rea¬ 
fon  of  his  Majelty's  abl'ence,  great 
numbers  have  lately  flocked  for  cure. 
His  Sicrtd  Majeity  on  Monday  lad 
(fioktrt  two  bundled  and  fifty.**  Parlia^ 
mentarj  Journal,  July  2 — 9,  1669.— It 
appeals  that  a  fraud  upon  this  occafion 
was  attempted  to  be  pra6Ii(ed,  which 
was  diiicovered  hy  the  King.  The  pa* 
tienls  were  therefore  referred  to  Mr. 
Knight,  the  King’s  Surgeon,  living  at 
the  Crols  Guns,  Kuflel-lfreet,  Covent* 
l^aiden,  over  againfl  the  Ro(e  Tavern. 
This  Gentleman  delivered  tickets,  and 
robably  medicines,  to  the  parties  whom 
e  examined.

coiitii.  ltd  under  the  (ubiugation  ot  the 
Anglo  ;>axo'<ft  had  liberty  to  exert  their 
comnieicial  tilcntfc,  luhjetl  totlic  pay¬ 
ment  oi  a  tribute  to  their  mailers,  and 
afterwards  to  \  variety  of  other  ex- 
ailioni,  in  the  lormt  of  Johi  fcot^  Rome- 
fiot^  rnd  Pfter's-fxnce, 

'rirat  ihf  original  Anglo-Saxonsthem. 
felvr<  (h»*v^eve^  they  might,  from  thtii 
piratical  expeditions,  have  become  Ail* 
led  in  the  management  of  vclfels  and  in 
nautical  atfairs,;  were  deplorably  igno¬ 
rant  of  the  arts,  and  liil)  more  ignorant 
of  manufactures,  there  is  not  the  final- 
left  reafon  to  doubt.  To  the  former  we 
have  abeady  alludeil  j  and  with  refpeCt 
to  the  latter,  their  clothes,  which  arc 
faid  to  have  been  either  thole  Ikins  of 
animals  that  the  chafe  rupplicd,or  wo<»l. 
len  and  flaxen  fabrics  of  the  coarlclt 
and  mod  inartificial  conitruCtion,  as 
were  all  their  implements  of  coppei, 
iron,  filver,  and  gold,  the  dercription 
we  have  had  of  them  molt  latisfaClorily 
evinces.  B  afs  we  believe  was  unknown 
among  them  until  foinc  time  after  their 
fettlementin  Britain  f.  In  the  manu- 
faHurcs,and,as  thev  are  termed,  trades 
and  myfterics,  (p'obably  taught  by  the 
Homans,)  the  Britons  had  excelled,  and 
they  in  ptocefs  of  time  unquellionably

An  Irilhman  of  the  name  of 
Valentine  Cjiearrrskev  xlfc,  about  the

comnuiiiicated  their  knowledge  to  their 
connuerors.  In  a  nation  deftitutc  of 
all  foreign  connexion  from  which  they 
could  importt  it  is  obvious  that  the 
w'holc  of  the  trade  mutt  have  depended 
upon  doineftic  manufaiSlures  and  the 
products  of  the  country,  none  of  which 
could  have  been  txportid  without  the 
aid  of  the  aitificcr  as  well  as  of  the 
mariner.  That  not withltanding  tlie 
toniulion  wliicb  the  civil  wars  of  the 
Heptarchy  occafiontd,  commerce  in  a 
conliderable  degree  fluiii ilhed,  there, 
venues  that  were  cxtra^lcd  from  the 
people  during  this  turbulent  period 
evinces.  If  there  bad  been  no  reve. 
nue,*  there  would  h  ive  been  no  warj 
if  there  had  been  no  commerce,  there 
would  liave  been  no  contention.  'I'ak- 
ing  it  therefore  for  a  thing  eitabliftied, 
that  moft  of  thofe  great  roots  of  trade, 
which  w  hen  charttredX's^  oox  Monarchs 
a  llioit  period  rubfequenr  to  tiie  Nor. 
man  Conqueft,  and  which  were  in  their 
charters  termed  amc'unty  exifted  among 
our  Saxon  anceftors,  we  lliali  leave  them 
to  grow,  and  to  extend  their  branches, 
while  we  refume  our  endeavours  to 
catch  a  few  of  thofe  erratic  glances  at 
their  archite^hire,  fuch  as  the  dim  and 
unfteady  lights  in  which  we  only  can 
behold  its  veftiges  allow  us. 

As  early  as  tne  year  613,  it  appears 
that  the  Gauls  had  molt  exceedingly 
taken  the  lead  of  the  Anglo-Saxons 
with  refpe^  to  the  foundation  of  ab* 
beys, churches,  monalteries,  and  other 
religious  eltablifhments,  as  aUo  calllei 
and  houfes.  Queen  Brnnchant  (whom 
Fortunatus,  the  Bilhop,  delineates  as  a 
perfect  rcfcinblancc  of  Venus  and  the 
Cl  I  aces  •,)  founded  the  monaltcry  of 
St.  Martin,  at  Autun,  and  many 
others  j  though  it  mult  be  obferved, 
that  the  difpoiition  to  crf6t  thelc  kind 
of  edifices  had  prevailed  in  France  near 
two  centuries  prior  to  the  period  to 
which  we  have  alluded. 

From  the  million  of  Faganus  and 
Damainus,who  weic  lent  by  rope  Eleu- 
therius  in  the  year  185,  to  that  of  St. 
Augultinc  and  Mellitus,  who  were  fent 
by  rope  Gregory  the  Great  419  years 
after,  the  Cliriltian  religion  in  this

among  the  Britons,  feems  to  have  made 
but  little  pioi^rcl's,  if  we  compare  its 
eftablilhnnents  with  thofe  of  other  na¬ 
tions,  to  one  of  which  we  have  juli 
Eluded.  Had  monaltic  buildings  a- 
bounded  in  this  1(1  and  at  the  time  of 
the  an  ival  of  the  Saxons,  as  they  did  at 
that  period  upon  the  Continent,  (uch 
was  the  firmnefs  of  Anglo  Roman  con- 
ftruCtion,  niateri.iU,  and  workmanlhip, 
it  would  have  been  impolTible  that  they 
could  have  been  fo  thoroughly  dihipi- 
dared  andjsvei thrown,  but  that  (ome 
veliiges  would  have  remained  of  them, 
as  well  as  of  other  fabricks,  many  of 
which  exift  at  this  hour.  Betides,  that 
from  the  religious  impreifions  that  ope¬ 
rated  upon  the  minds  of  the  invaders, 
and  induced  them,  with  a  zeal  and  fer- 
vour  which  have  fcarcely  been  paral¬ 
leled  by  any  nation,  to  favour  mona- 
chifm,  when  once  introduced  as  a  fy(- 
tem,  there  is  realoii  to  believe,  that  had 
they  found  any  convents,  tliey  would 
have  refpe^ted,  in  loine  degree,  their 
inhabitants,  and  perhaps  li.ave  been 
converted  much  (boner  than  they  were  j 
but,  alas!  we  fear  that  the  Britons, 
who  had  futfrred  the  (oft  blandiih- 
ments  of  Roman  luxury  to  (teal  upon 
thean,  were  at  this  period  little  able, 
and  perhaps  (till  lefs  anxious,  to  make 
prolelytes  to  the  tenets  of  Chriftiinity, 
which  although  they  profelled,  they  are 
faid  very  languidly  to  have  oblervcd, 
cfpecially  in  the  metropolis. 

The  arrival  of  the  MifUon.iries,  then, 
mulf  have  given  a  new  (timulns  to 
religion.  The  converfion  of  Ethel- 
berr,  King  of  Kent,  by  ht.  Auguftinc, 
and  of  Sebert,  King  of  Kffex,  by  Mel- 
lilus,  which  were  followed  by  that  of 
their  fubje^s,  forms  an  important 
epoch,  from  which  the  refufeitation  of 
that  religion  in  this  country  is  to  be 
dated. 

Which  of  ttiefe  Monarchs  it  was 
that  about  the  year  610  founded  and 
ere6lcd  the  churcli  of  St.  Paul,  has  been 
much  controverted  ^  hut  we  conceive 
it  to  be  a  quefticn,  which  if  it  were 
ofTible  to  decide,  the  decifion  would 
e  of  as  little  impoitance  as  whether  it 
rtallj  fuperfeded  the  Roman  temple  of 
Diana.  We  leirn  that  it  was  ere61ed 
by  one  of  ihefe  Munaichs}  and  proba¬ 
bly,  as  the  clominions  ?f  both  were  (o 
contiguous,  they  both  contributed  to 
the  expenfe  »  but  if  wc  were  inclined 
to  give  the  whole  of  the'ionour  of  this 
pi  ous  work  to  one,  it  would  be  to 


Sebert,  becaufe  it  is  undifputed  that 
he  was  as  much  attached  to  Mellitus, 
the  Biihop  of  Lonilon,  as  Ethelbert 
was  to  St.  Augultine,  the  Archbifhop 
of  Canterbury  {  and  that  while  the 
Bilhop,  under  the  influence,  and  with 
the  alliltancc  of  the  former,  alfb  erett’- 
ctl  the  cluiich  of  St.  Peter,  at  Thor- 
ncy,  (Weltminltcr,)  the  latter  and  the 
Archbiihop  (eem  to  have  been  fully 
employed  in  leedifying  the  cathedral  of 
Canterbury  ^  and  building  tlie  monaf- 
tcry  of  St.  Augu  line,  whofc  venerable 
and  beautiful  ruins  (ff)r  they  arc  even 
in  their  afliis  beautiful,)  (fill  ornament 
that  City. 

It  is  conjeffiired  that  the  Gtc  of  the 
ancient  church  of  St.  Paul  occupieil 
a  (pace  of  ground  much  (mailer  thin  in 
after  ages,  or  in  the  pre(ent  )  though 
the  ruriounding  area  was  much  more 
extenflve.  Of  the  form  of  this  fti  uc- 
ture  not  the  (mallclt  trace  remains ; 
conjei^fvire,  (ouiuied  upon  the  era  in 
which  it  was  built,  can  only  form  an 
idea  that  it  was  in  the  (tile  termed  pure 
Saxon  }  a  (tile  wliich  we  have  already 
alluded  to,  confilting  of  enormous  co¬ 
lumns,  low  and  round  arches,  but* 
trcKes,  &c. }  but  how  arranged,  or 
what  was  the  general  efl'eCt  of  its  ap¬ 
pearance,  can  only  be  painted  in  the 
mind :  and  indeed  that  imagination 
mult  be  pretty  vi(ionary  that  could 
from  fuch  materials  creH  even  an  ideal 
edifirc. 

With  rfrpe<5f  to  the  other  churches 
and  moiialfic  eitablifhments  that  rofe 
in  the  metrop<tli$  and  country  111  this 
age,  (though  wc  know  from  (light  no¬ 
tices  (catteied  over  our  records  that 
many  did  rife.)  we  are  involved  in  the 
fame  darkneis  aiul  ohfcurity.  It  is 
indeed  to  be  lamented,  that  until  the 
fixteenth  century  antiquities  in  g«^ne- 
ral,and  Saxon  antiquities  in  paiticular, 
(cem  to  have  been  neglected.  Tfic 
flame  which,  upon  what  is  termed  the 
revival  of  letters  and  the  aits,  warmed 
and  animated  tlie  Italians,  was  very

obligations;  they  refeued 
from  oblivion  whatfoever  was  within 
their  immediate  grafp  :  but  we  have 
Hill  to  lament  that  they  did  not  extend 
their  refea'ches  much  further,  as  every 
day  iiicieafes  the  dilBculty  of  the  reco¬ 
very  of  objei^ts  and  circunitfances  which 
the  accumulation  uf  every  day  contri. 
butes  to  iinmerle  Hill  deeper  in  the 
chaos  of  uncertainty. 

It  is  a  ciicumKance  to  be  obferved, 
that  whatfoever  attention  our  general 
and  civic  hiftorians  may  have  paid  to 
the  ancient  Biitons  and  the  Romans, 
the  Saxon  times,  as  far  as  relates  to 
their  antiquities,  have  till  lately  been 
very  llighiiv  palled  over ;  we  know 
com  para:  ively  more  of  the  fit  It  five 
centuries  of  the  Chriltian  xra  than  we 
do  of  the  fecund.  It  it  true,  that  nei¬ 
ther  the  arts  nor  (with  the  exception 
of  Alfred  and  Edward  the  Confeflbr, 
whole  reigns  are  beyond  this  time,  as 
far  as  lefpe^ts  their  laws,)  the  lite¬ 
rature  of  the  latter  period  offer  any 
great  inducement  for  the  inquifitive 
iiiin*!  of  the  antiquarian  to  dwell  upon 
ihein  {  but  it  fhoiild  alfo  be  confidered, 
that  the  general  manners,  the  habits, 
the  morals,  the  piety  of  a  people,  areas 
obvioudy  to  be  traced  in  the  rudeft  as 
in  the  fublimelt  effuliont  of  the  pen, 
in  the  ruins  of  a  Gothic  cafile  as  in 
tho<e  ot  the  JeropoiiSf  or  in  'thofe  of 
a  baxon  cathedial  as  in  thofe  of  the 
temple  of  Jupiter  Olympius.  The  vef- 
tiges  of  laws,  the  outline  of  a  cnnlfitu* 
lion  which  our  ancettors  have  left  ut, 
Slow  in  an  eminent  degree  cf  what  they 
were  capable ;  few  laws  would  have 
been  required  if  they  bad  had  no> 
thing  worthy  of  prefei  vation  ;  a  con- 
'Hiciiiiun  would  have  been  uielefs,  had 
it  not  operated  as  the  regulator  of  a 
fyftrm  ;  therefore  we  can  only  lament, 
that  lu  this  inllance,  religious  edifices, 
which  emanated  from  a  nioft  important 
branch  of  general  jfmlit^,  caqnot 
afford  mot  e  infornatipn.^ 

The  Roman  wall  that  fnrrounded  the 
metropobs  haviqs  been  already  advert¬ 
ed  to,  it  now  falls  within  the  plan  of 
this  work  to  fake  foire  notice  of  its 
fares,  as  they  may  atlift  conjcAure, 
wliiih  we  believe  has  fallen  much  be¬ 
low  the  inatk,  with  reipe^  to  the 
tppre^iatioo  of  its  opulence  and  po¬ 
pulation  during  the  Saxon  ages. 


The  moft  ancient  of  thefe  of  which 
we  have  any  traditional  notice  was 
Belinefgate,  laid  by  Geoffrey  of  Mon- 
mouth,  whole  bitfory  was  publilhed 
in  the  reign  of  Henrv  the  lltl,  ro 
have  been  built  by  Bvbnus  •,  a  Britilh 
King,  during  the  early  times  of  the 
Romans.  It  is  a  curious  circum- 
ftance,  that  the  place  itill  retains  the 
name  of  Gaie»  and  that  it  is  Itill  a 
port  of  the  river  Thames,  for, the  pro- 
tecfion  of,  and  accels  to  which  the 
building  was  unqueltionably^  ere^ed. 
Whatfoever  might  have  been  its  form, 
the  fame  author  Hates,  that  its  top  ter¬ 
minated  in  a  pedeital,  upon  which  was 
fer  a  braren  urn  that  contained  the  afbes 
of  its  foiindei  • 

Aldgate,  in  whofe  appellation  is  im¬ 
plied  its  antiquity,  next  attra^s  our 
notice.  It  appears  by  a  charter  of 
King  Edgar  to  the  Knights  of  Knight- 
on  Guild  t,  that  in  his  time  it  was 

called 


*  Though,  in  oppotition  to  hiHorians, 
we  have  ventured  to  conjeflure  that  this 
Prince  leigned  during  the  early  times  of 
the  Remans.  This  arifes  from  two  cir- 
cumHances  t  one  from  his  urn  containing 
hisalhes  being  placed  upon  the  gate  which 
he  had  built,  and  which  thus  ^came  his 
monument.  This  was  a  Roman  cuHom. 
The  Britons,  who  (taught  by  their 
Druids)  l>elieved  in  the  tranfmigration 
and  immortality  of  the  foul,  did  not  burn 
their  dead.  The  other  rtafon  sriles  from 
'Malmutius  Dunwallo,  the  father  of  Bclt- 
nus,  having  cauled  a  building  to  be  ere£t- 
ed,  which  he  called  tbt  T’empti  uf  ?tact^ 
on  or  near  the  fpot  where  B/ackwcll  Hall 
now  Hands.  This  cognomen  was,  like  the 
idea  that  gave  rileto  it,  eviJently  R^man  ; 
the  Britons  antecedent  tP  Cxfar  had  no 
temples  i  indeed  it  is  much  doubted  whe¬ 
ther  their  architedtuia)  knowledge  ex¬ 
tended  farther  than  to*  the  conHruetion  of 
their  own  huts. 

f  This  or  Friternity  of  Knights 
had  a  Portjoktmt  i,  e.  a  Fitnehiie  at  the 
Gate.  Thirteen  Kfighfs,  Hout,  valiant, 
and  well  beloved  of  the  King,  (Edgar,) 
rcqucHcd  a  certain  portion  of  land  on  the 
eait  pait  of  the  Cky,  left  JefoUm  and/pr* 
fahn  by  the  inha3itantt,  by  rtafen  of  lop 
much  lervitude.  The  King  granted  their 
rcc|ueH,  on  cold  it  ion  that,  each  of  them 
fhould  become  vi£torious  in  three  com* 
bats  in  one  day,  via.  one  above  the 
ground,  oi.e  under  the  ground,  and  one 
m  th«  watefe  Thefe  they  leveiaUy  ac-i 

pomplilhed. 
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called .  and  conlequently  that 

it  wat  of  Roman  or  Saxon  origin.  . 
Strype  (who  was  bgii'n  at  no  great 
diftance,)  obferves,  that  there  wat 
anciently  on  the  wall  near  Aldgate 
a  turret,  whereon  wat  placed  a  ner- 
initage*. 

The  author  whom  I  have  juft  quoted 
($ti7pe)  cunjeCfuret  that  Bilhooigate 
was  built  by  Erkenwald,  the  ion  of 
King  Otfa,  and  BiUiop  of  London,  who 
died  about  the  year  685,  wat  canon* 
ize^  and  whofe  (brine  was  much  ho* 
noured  by  the  Londoners,  to  whom  he 
had  exceedingly  endeared  hrmfelf  by 
hit  munihcence  and  his  other  ettimable 
qualities  f.  Upon  this,  or  rather  the 


compliihed.  How  }  we  are  left  to  conjec¬ 
ture.  They  were  then  on  a  certain  dav, 
in  £aft  Smithfield,  to  run  with  fptan 
againit  ail  ccmert.  The  idea  of  thirteen 
armed  running  with  their  (peart 

in  £a(i  Sinithfield  againit  all  comers^  if 
we  could  divert  our  minds  <  f  its  mif* 
chievout  conlequences,  would  to  us  ap^ 
pear  perledliy  ludicrous  ;  but  it  will  be 
remembered, that  this  place  wat  for  many* 
centuries  after  what  the  name  implied, 
a  fmooih  field,  with  the  To>A<cr  and  the 
fmall  monaltery  dedicated  to  the  Holy 
Trinity  and  the  nunneries  of  the  Mi* 
Borett  and  Sc.  Catherine's  on  the  verge 
of  it.  There  wat  alfo  a  farm,  where^ 
at  Stow  fays,  he  hat,  when  a  lad,  fetched 
many  a  halfpenny  worth  of  milk,  and 
never  had  ieft  than  three  pints  in  the 
fummer  and  a  quart  in  the  winter*  There 
were  alfo  in  this  field  windmills,  againit 
which,  had  the  Knights  been  fo  ditpofed, 
they  might  have  exercilcd  their  dexterity 
with  little  perfonal  rifle* 

*  This  hermitage  clofe  to  Aldgate  ap¬ 
pears  to  ut  at  lingular  a  phenomenon  at 
the  Knights  riding  in  Ealt  Smithficid, 
the  drfoliite  and  lorl'aken  condition  of 
this  part  of  the  City,  or  the  farm  near 
-the  Tower  of  London  t  yet  the  contem¬ 
plation  of  tbele  objects  in  the  hirtoric 
page  molt  aptly  introduces  reflet i«  na 
upon  the' changes  that  have  occurred  in 
the  lapfe  of  ages,  and  thofe  that  we  have 
obferved  in  obr  own  timet,  when  the 
extenfion  of  the  metropolit  on  every  fide 
bat  become,  in  more  fenfet  than  one, 
1  fubjc6!  of  Jerious  fpeculatioH^ 

Before  London  Bridge  wat  ere^lcd, 
there  was  a  terry  near  tiie  fpot,  wbicti 
Ciofled  to  Sc.  Maty  Over  Rev*  The 
great  North  and  North  Ealt  roads,  palftng 
^e  one  by  the  north  erd  of  Goldeiijianc 


old  gate,  which  wat  taken  xtown  in  the 
year  fyji,  there  were  on  the  north  and 
foutit  Tides  the  figures  of  two  Buhops. 
Thefe,  it  itfuppoled,  were  intended  to 
reprefent  St.  Erkenwald,  the  f>>under, 
and  William  the  Norman,  who  held 
the  fee  of  London  in  the  reign  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  and  who,  if 
he  did  not  ie*ere^,  greatly  re-edified  it. 
Many  yet  living  m.ty  remeniher  the  de¬ 
molition  of  the  lalt  gate.  The  place 
where  it  (food  is  marked  by  a  mitre, 
and  Ihort  ioferiptiou  cominemorating 
its  diflblution  *. 

The  poltern  of  Cripplegafe  is  fup- 
pofed  to  have  been  a  Itructure  origi¬ 
nally  of  the  fame  peiir»d  as  the  others, 
and  to  have  been  the  work  of  the  Anglo 
Romans  or  Saxons,  becaule  it  it  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  hittory  of  fUlmund,  King 
of  the  Eait  Angles,  written  by  Abbas 
Floriacenlis,  anil  by  Burchard,  Secre¬ 
tary  to  Orta,  King  of  Mercia,  and  alfo 
(inceby  John  Lidgate,as  the  place  where 
the  body  of  King  Edmund  the  Martyr 
entered  the  Cxty^refted  three  years, and 
peiformed  many  muaciesf. 

Alderfgate  was  probably  the  moft  an¬ 
cient  of  the  four  Jtrfl gates  of  the  City^. 
The  original  building  was,  like  the 
wall  of  which  it  Wat  an  aperture,  un- 
queftionablv  of  Roman  workmanihip* 
it  had,  in  the  lapfe  of  ages,  undergone 
many  changes  and  alterations,  and  wat 
entirely  rebuilt  in  the  reign  of  James 


and  the  other  by  Shoreditch  Church, 
came  to  a  point  at  this  gate.  In  borh 
thofe  placet  croflet  ol  rtjnc  werccie(icd  ^ 
the  former  road  diverged  from  Haid- 
rtrect,  and  crofled  the  upper  part  of  Finf- 
bury, 

•  The  wi/i  at  the  time  called  ihc  rlila- 
pidation  ot  this  gate  the  defeent  of  the" 
Dragons,  hecaule  the  City  arms,  with 
thete  their  rupporiert,  which  were  cie^cJ 
over  it,  were  of  courle  taken  down. 

f  This  it  much  doubted  by  Stow  ^ 
but  although  it  doca  not  lirem  to  reit 
upon  very  dubitahle  authority,  we  c«u 
in  this  lire  no  more  reafoR  lor  his  Icepti- 
cifm  than  we  can  for  hit  credulity  in 
many  ir.ftances  of  tlie  fame  nature  which 
he  has  futfered  to  pal's  without  obierva- 
tion. 

J  We  have  purpoftly  omitted  the  no¬ 
tices  of  Moorgate,  Ncw|;atc,  and  uihris 
comparatively  m<xlcrn,  in  this  p.art  of 
the  woik,  as  they  will  with  greater  pro¬ 
priety  abimilare  with  the  iubjects  of  a 
iubfequcct  Chapter.

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the  Ift,  1616,  in  a  manner  which  did  no 
reat  credit  to  thearchite^,  as  it  exhi- 
tted  a  rpecimen  of  the  word  Hils  of 
Gothic,  in  which  the  upper  parts  were 
id  heavy  that  they  fecmed  to  have  lunk 
the  portal.  The  baflTo-rclicf  of  King 
James  on  liorfeback,  though  its  talte 
was  not  to  be  much  commended,  was, 
as  far  as  refpc6led  its  execution,  a  very 
tolerable  piece  of  fculpture  i  the  other 
ftatues  and  ornaments  were  worthy  of 
the  buildings. 

Ludgate,  like  Belingfgate,  Teems  to 
have  had  its  origin  obTcured  by  inter* 
vention  of  fable.  We  have  in  this  re- 
fpeft  no  better  authority  to  rely  upon 
than  that  of  Oeolfrey  of  Monmouth  ;  a 
writer  who  Teemed  to  think  that  it  ag¬ 
grandized  every  obje^  to  involve  its 
bead  in  clouds,  like  that  of  Mount 
Atlas,  or,  by  referring  to  collateral 
branches,  to  render  it  inTcrutable  like 
that  of  the  Nile.  This  hittorian  (aith, 
that  the  original  gate,  whoTe  deTcend- 
ant,  if  it  might  have  been  To  termed, 
many  now  alive  have  contemplated  with 
emotions  of  comnatfion  for  its  inhabit¬ 
ants,  **  Tbi  fwir  confined  Debtors,'*  whom, 
by  a  voice  well  adapted  to  the  Tubje6t, 
they  were  called  upon  to  relieve,  was 
built  by  King  Lud,  A.  C.  66,  long 
before  the  date  of  the  erection  of  the 
wall  of  London.  However,  it  is  much 
more  probable  that  it  was  one  of  thoTe 
ere6fed  by  the  Romans}  for,  as  Aid- 
gate  was  by  them  made  the  port  of. 
the  Ealt,  To  was  Ludgate  that  of  the 
Welt. 

Thefe  kind  of  buildings,  which  cer¬ 
tainly  were  in  their  re*ere6tion  and  re- 
edification  Saxon,  while  the  contem. 
piation  of  them  affords  us  fome  light 
refpe^ing  the  progrefs  of  archite^lure, 
alfo  afford  us  a  much  ftronger  view  of 
the  progrefs  of  population,  of  trade, 
and  conle^uently  of  opulence.  At  thefe 
gates,  during  the  rimes  of  the  Saxons, 
Danes,  and  Normans,  a  foke  was  eltab- 
Jifhed,  a  toll  was  exa^ed,  and  on  the 
outfide  of  molf  of  them  markets  were 
held.  The  bread-carts  from  Stratfordy 
ElVex,  the  butchers  from  Romford,  and 
other  dealers  in  the  commodities  of 
their  different  dirtrids,  continued  on 
the  outlide  of  Aldgate  till  a  very  late 
period  }  comparatively  fpeaking  the 
fame  kind  of  traffic  was  carried  oii 
without  the  libeities  of  the  City  weft- 
ward.  Wool  and  leathli'  found  a  mar. 
ket  on  the  north  fide  of  AlderTgate  ) 
the  dealers  in  poultry,  fwinc,  butter, 
cheefc,  &c.'  hid  their  Ifation  near  the 


fire  of  Nrwgate  The  foke,  /.  e,  the 
right  to  deal  or  trade,  to  which  a  court 
was  annexed,  became,  as  we  have  al¬ 
ready  fecn  by  the  Knighton  Cuild^  a  pri. 
vilege  of  confiderabte  importance  }  the 
fokemen  increafed  in  opulence,  info- 
much  that  it  alfp  became  the  policy 
of  the  City,  by  the  ere^ion  of  ma^-kets 
and  by  the  granting  certain  privileges 
and  exemptions,  to  attract  thole  rivals 
into  its  vortex.  This,  however,  (though 
the  forming  of  companies  in  fome  in- 
Ifances  forwarded  it,)  was  a  worl^f 
time,  of  which  we  cannot  as  yet  antici¬ 
pate  the  progrefs. 

After  the  firm  eltahlifhment  of  Chrift- 
ianity,  every  thing  feems,  in  the  ardu¬ 
ous  purfuic  of  religion,  to  have  affumed 
a  new  character.  The  rife  of  the  mo¬ 
nadic  fydem  was  an  event«that  had  a 
confiderable  effeCt  on  the  morals  and 
manners  of  the  people.  Like  many 
other  fydems,  its  inditution  drd  aro/e 
from  motives  perhaps  laudable  in  them- 
felves,  and  attended  with  fome  benefit 
to  the  people }  but  it  was  certainly  in 
its  later  operations  totally  inimical  to 
the  genius  of  a  commercial  nation  j  a 
circumdance  which  mud  naturally 
have  caufed  its  decline,  if  others  had 
not  facilitated  and  produced  its  total 
extirpation. 

We  are  therefore,  at  the  clofe  of  this 
Chapter,  to  view  the  Anglo-Saxons  as  a 
people  nowadimilated  with  the  Britons, 
availing  themfelves  of  their  arts  and 
manufa^nres,  and  entering  in  fome  de¬ 
gree  into  their  commercial  purfuits, 
their  minds  turned  to  domedic  habits, 
and  their  tempers  foftened  by  the  re¬ 
ception  of  the  mild  doftrinesof  Chrid- 
ianity }  we  (hall,  in  the  next,  fee  how 
long  this  defirable  calm  continued,  how' 
far  their  improvement  extended,  and 
what  effect  the  impending  revolution 
excited  by  the  Danes  had  upon  '  the 
country  in  general,  and  the  metropolis 
in  particular.

reference  of  every  thing  to  felf, 

as  it  may  produce  gratification  or* 
annoyance,  11  a  habit  of  the  mind  ex¬ 
tremely  prevalent.

hitisfa6tion  and  pleafure.  In  the  finer 
feelin^fi,an  inordinate  indulgence, when 
exclutively  converfint  with  felf, cannot 
in  If  rift  virtue  but  be  confidered  as 
culpable  j  for  though  in  moderation 
they  arc  meritorious,  and  even  in  cx- 
cefs  are  often  ha'  inlefs  to  others,  yet 
polfclTing  at  bell  only  this  negative  me¬ 
rit,  of  not  being  prejudicial,  they  ought 
to  be  expofed,  to  be  avoided. 

In  one  of  the  mod  beautiful  of  the 
luxuriant  vales  of  Perfia  (tood  the  rural 
habitation  of  Ulbcck.  Woods  on  one 
fide,  and  meads  on  the  other,  with 
mountains  remotely  rifing  towards  the 
(kies,  pieiented  all  the  fuilnels  and 
richnefs  of  oriental  oeaury.  Whatever 
libera)  nature  had  beitowed,the  labours 
of  art  had  variouAy  diverfiHeJ  and 
ornamented.  The  charms  of  the  fi- 
tuation,  and  the  lalubrity  of  the  air, 
drew  Ufljeck  here  the  chief  part  of 
his  days. 

Among  the  females  who,  after  the 
ealfern  manner,  compofed  his  domcitic 
elfablilhment,  Zaphiia,  by  the  elegance 
of  her  perfon,  the  fwectneis  of  her 
demeanour,  and  the  amiablenels  of  her 
difpofitioii,  fiad  long  been  the  firif  in 
his  regard.  As  time  advanre^l,  his 
pallion  feemed  progrefllvcly  to  inc^cafe, 
his  fondnefs  gi  ew  more  warm,  and  his 
tendernefs  more  anxious.  He  was  gra¬ 
tifies),  likewirc,to  oblerve  the  afte^.dion- 
ate  and  eqaal  return  he  met  with  from 
Zaphira,  and  the  unrelaxed  and  un¬ 
deviating  attention  Aie  ever  nianifeA- 
ed.  She  became  the  foie  pofleifor  rf 
his  heart,  directed  his  plealures  and 
amuJements,  l^eautificd  his  huiife,  and 
arranged  his  prounds,  improving  and 
changing  according  to  the  diftates  of 
fancy  or  caprice.  So  completely  was 
(he  the  milirefs  of  his  heart,  that  he 
grew  ureafy  to  be  apart  from  her  j 
he  breathed  folely  for  her,  and  Ins 
thoughts  were  employed  wholly  upon 
her  pleafure.  His  only  blils  appealed 
to  bf,  to  hang  and  gaze  iipc  n  her 
cha'ms,  till,  giving  a  loofe  to  his 
feelings,  they  overpafiVd  the  limits  of 
moderatio/*,  and  luxuriated  in  all  the 
raptures  of  doating  fondncls.  Years 
elapfed  unpeictived  in  the  enjoyment 
of  this  exiraordinai  V  felicity,  and  yens 
feemed  to  be  promifed  filled  -with  not 
lefs  liappinefs.  hut  an  event  was  near, 
which  would  four  the  fweetelf  luo- 
vients  of  life,  and  change  the  bright 
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fky  of  gladnefs  into  deep  and  far-fpread 
gloom* 

In  one  of  the  moft  delightful  of  the 
foft  and  ferene  evenings  of  Perfia, 
UA>eck  having  withdrawn  a  few  mo¬ 
ments  to  his  bath,  Zaphi'’a  wandered 
negligently  among  the  mazes  of  the 
gaiden.  She,  at  length,  dinknowingly 
fotind  herftif  atthe  Itream  which  flowed 
at  the  foot.  One  of  the  plcafure-boats 
lay  by  the  margin,  and  Aie  ordered  the 
chief  Eunuch  who  followed  her  to  row 
her  gently  alongthe  Itream.

frirch;  and  be  became  a  folitary  and 
inifetable  inmate  of  a  refidence  deco¬ 
rated  M'iih  whatever  hit  ample  wealth, 
and  the  artt  and  productions  of  the 
£ait,  could  fupply. 

Thus  he  remained  till  the  hope  of 
hMnng  ot  Zaphira  was  almolt  with¬ 
drawn  Irom  his  bieaft.  Sometimes 
Iitnrnrinff  in  ledlefs  uneariners»  fome*

Here  what  was  the  joy  and  the  amaze, 
ment  of  Ulbeck  to  perceive  Zaphiral  She 
was  in  the  habit  ol  a  menial,  and  on 
the  flifl  fight  ot  Ulbeck  Iprung  to  him. 
Their  altemate  doubts  and  alluranccs 
at  length  gave  way  to  rapturous  joy  and 
confidence.

Extrafl  of  a  Letter  from  Bcmhay,  08,  j? , 
1804. 

HERE  ivas  a  very  intelligent  and  ?c- 
complilbed  Pet  Han  who  died  lately 
at  this  place.  The  following  Account 
or  Chara^ler  of  him,  which  has  been 
pubii(hed  in  our  Courier,  is  faid  to 
have  been  drawn  up  by  our  Governor, 
who,  having  diicoveted  his  extraordi¬ 
nary  merit,  was  the  means  of  intro¬ 
ducing  him  into  our  fei  vice 

“  Bombay,  08.  31,  1804. 

The  Nawaub  Mirza  Mehedt 
Aly  Khan,  Hushmet  Juno  Beha- 
DER,  died  here,  at  the  age  of  hfty-one 
years. 

Defcendcd  from  one  of  the  princi¬ 
pal  families  in  Khoraf'an,  he  came  about 
twenty  years  ago  inro  India,  whc.e, 
from  17M5  till  J7f5,  be  held  employ¬ 
ments  of  confiderabie  trult  under  the 
adminidration  of  the  Honourable  Ealf 
India  Company  at  Benartfs  ^  all  of 


which  he  refigned  ffiortly  after  the  abo¬ 
lition  of  the  Refidency  in  tint  Pro¬ 
vince,  and  was  OibCequently  appointed 
to  the  charge  of  the  C  ompany’s  com¬ 
mercial  intere.ls  at  B.t'hirej  in  which 
capacity,  and  more  erpecially  in  tint  of 
political  agent  in  Perfia,  he,  in  the 
years  1798  and  1799,  rendered  fervicet 
of  fuch  critical  importance  as  to  attratt 
the  approbation  and  concurrent  ap- 
plaufe  of  the  Britifh  Government,  both 
at  home  and  abroad.  He  was  after¬ 
wards  temporarily  withdrawn  from  that 
fcene  to  alfitl  in  the  Red  Sea,  and  on 
the  Coall  of  Arabia,  in  the  prepara¬ 
tions  for  the  glorious  and  ever  memo¬ 
rable  expedition  from  India  to  Egypt ; 
whence  returning  to  Balhire,  his  (Vr- 
vices  were  finally  requited  by  His 
Excellency  the  Most  Noble  tub 
Governor-General  in  Council, 
by  a  penflon  fettled  on  hirnfelf,  and 
partly  fecured  in  rcvrrfion  to  his  two 
roMs,to  whom  little  eil'e  is  left  for  their 
fupport. 

“  Having  received  an  excellent  edu¬ 
cation,  he  was  fully  converfant  in  the 
literature  of  his  country,  and  one  of 
the  very  few  of  his  nation  able,  pro¬ 
bably,  from  poflcfling  a  knowledge  of 
its  former  language,  to  have  thrown 
light  on  the  impci  feft  information  that 
has-be^n  handed  down  tons  refpe^fing 
the  old  Dy  nalties  of  the  PeiTian  Empire  ] 
and  to  have  reconcileil,  as  far  as  fo 
dcfirable  an  object  imy  now  be  attain¬ 
able,  the  many  perplexing  difeordan- 
cies  between  the  accounts  left  by  the 
ancient  Greek  hilfoi  iins,  and  the  more 
modern  narratives  of  the  fame  periods, 
by  the  Mohammedan  wiite»’s,  whofe 
works  comprehend  all  that  is  now  eafily 
acccinble  of  ihe  occurrences  in  that 
large  portion  of  Ada  previous  to  the 
era  of  the  Arabian  Legiflator.”

tique  Roman  capitals*  forfoothl  The 
idea  is  Parilian,  and  was  one  of  the 
various  excellenr  articles  adopted  by 
the  frivolous  French,  in  their  rage  for 
innovation,  alteration,  and  the  an* 
tique  :  the  very  thought  was  glorious, 
that  a  retailer  of  Pomadt  di  Bonaparte 
or  Liqureur  de  Marat  had  a  chance  in 
the  wreck  of  matter  (admitting  the 
durability  of  the  materials)  to  have 
his  fragment  of  publicity,  bis  napu^ 
recovered  from  the  ruins  of  a  future 
Pompeii  or  Hercuianeum,  at  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  ages,  and  read  at  that  dif- 
tance  ol  time  in  fo  univerfal  and  gene, 
ral  a  character,  without  the  necellity  of 
antiquarian  fpeculation,  by  not  pol- 
Juting  the  original  Roman  letter  with 
the  miiOred  terminations  of  more  re. 
cent  additions. 

From  Paris  this  novelty  was  im- 
ortcd  foon  after  the  hit  peace,  and 
believe  hrlt  publicly  exhibited  (not 
fo  unappropriately  in  this  inltance,) 
at  the  Panorama,  in  the  Strand,  to  a 
view  of  Modern  Rome,  &c.  &c.  From 
thence  it  extended  to  an  artilt  and 
printfeller  in  Fleet-ftreet,  and  was  foon 
followed  by  a  grocer  in  the  Strand, 
a  draper  in  Oxford. Iheet,  and  a  few 
other  daflring  retailers  \  but  was  dill 
warily  adopted,  and  continued  at  a 
itand  the  whole  of  hit  winter  i  when 
lo !  and  behold,  fpring  had  icarcely 
commenced,  and  the  Londoners  had 


the  name  of  /  R  QVH.ART, 
in  another  part  of  London,  is  nearly 
unintelligible  to  molt  common  readers. 
Indeed  I  find  it  convenient  ronoclafles 
except  the  houfe  painters,  who  mult 
gain  confiderably  by  repainting  fo 
great  a  portion  of  the  metropolis,  and 
who  can  apply  apprentices  to  fo  hmple 
a  letter,  whe>e  abler  and  moreexpenfive 
workmen  were  neceflary  heretofore.  In 
the  beginning  of  a  fafhion,  its  admirers 
have  ever  ibmc  phufiblc  plea  to  defend 
its  ufe;  but  the  warmed  advocates  of 
thefe  letters  cannot  but  allow,  that 
they  arc  clumfy  in  the  extreme,  and 
devoid  of  a  fingle  beauty  to  recom¬ 
mend  them,  or  any  thing  whatever, 
except  their  antiquity.  It  is  doubtleis 
true,  we  have  gained  from  the  ancients 
in  our  literature,  our  eloquence,  and 
in  various  points,  too  did'ufe  to  be 
enumerated  in  this  efl’ay  ;  but  while  we 
are  beholden  to  them  for  ufcful  in¬ 
formation,  we  arc  not  fervilely  to  copy 
them  in  unefTentials  }  and  really  I  do 
not  fee  why  we  might  not  nearly  ufe 
the  Greek  chara^fer  with  equal  pro¬ 
priety  ft>r  our  lign  writing  as  the  old 
Roman^  it  being  more  ancient,  only 
perhaps  not  quite  fo  intelligible. 

In  fine,  thefe  nova  antique  letter- 
mongers  throw  afide  the  progreffivc 
improvements  of  near  two  thoufand 
years,  and  the  general  edablilhed  cuf- 
tom  of  the  civilized  world.  Further, 
the  ridiculous  copyids  who  have  adopt¬ 
ed  this  wife  fafhion  know  not  that  they 
injure  the  nation.il  fame  in  refpeff  to 
the  formation  of  the  letters  in  which 


began  to  adorn  their  (hop-fronts,  &c., 
ere  the  charaefer  in  quedion  fpiead 
with  vad  rapidity,  and  was  bedaubed 
in  equal  tbicknefs  over  the  greater  part 
of  the  metropolis.  Not  a  taylor  or 
(hoemaker  hat  any  chance  of  fale

&c.  It  It  were  poifible  to  admit  any 
advantage  or  fuperiority  in  this  m<>de, 
it  would  extenuate  for  its  manifeft 
impropriety  ;  but  it  has  none  ;  is  cer¬ 
tainly,  on  the  contrary,  barbarous  and 
inconvenient.  In  company  with  a 
countryman  the  other  day  in  the 
Sti-and,  he  was  at  a  lofs  whilH 

Jecypherinjr  VM^RELLA*- 
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our  forefathers  took  fuch  pains,  both 
in  painting  and  typographical  excel¬ 
lence.  B.dkerville's  neatnefs  has  been 
copied  in  our  figns  univerfally  ;  but 
though  his  types  were  fold  at  Paris, 
yet  the  French  artilt  never  emulated 
the  beauty  of  hi?  letter,  and  the  drcct- 
writing  of  that  capital  was  in  general 
badly  executed,  even  to  the  period 
when  exchanged  for  the  Roman  an¬ 
tique  as  afore-mentioned.  But  with 
us  in  Britain. St  has  fo  peculiarly  ex¬ 
celled,  as  to  be  lately  copied  by  feverai 
nations }  *  Cazas des  F uzendas,  Bebidas, 
e  Licores,  &c.  ol  Lifbon  and  Madrid, 
that  ufed  to  be  Icarcely  intelligible, 
are  now  converted  to  the  bold  Roman 
letter,  well  terminated  and  (haded,  as 
jormerly  with  us :  even  the  Gothic  cha* 
laticrt  of  Germany  and  the  North  of

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out  mind,  tbtti  ta(^e  mavt  with  many* 
Tuperfede  the  neceincy  of  detailing  the 
preceptive  minutiae  oi  this  alliance,  and* 
by  advertiiiix  to  a  few  coiifiderationt, 
conduct  it(elf  with  due  addrefs  to  the 
molt  retiaed  of  its  preceptive  conclu* 
lions.  ^ 

There  is  a  train  of  thought  and  com* 
plexioii  ot  language  oeculiu*  to  every 
fubjet^t  and  fuuation  of  mind  ;  and  fhele 
two  conitituent  ingredients  every  wri¬ 
ter  daonld  endeavour  to  dilpl.iv  mi  their 
be't  and  fitteit  appearance.  He  Ihould 
not  only  take  care  to  be  right  in  the 
kind  of  his  ideas,  and  the  mode  of 
his  expreiiing  them,  but  attend  to 
every  interior  particular  which  can 
aiFcwt  tlie  molt  dtlicue  ear  ;  and,  (hun- 
ning  all  quaint  jiiiglings  as  well  as  trite 
founds,  endeavour  to  give  the  colloca¬ 
tion  of  his  language  be4Uties  that  are  at 
once  chane  and  new,  and  fuch  as.  by  an 
undeHnable  magic,  would  not  fail  to 
aiTclt  and  charm  tlie  attention  of  hit 
hearer.

fubjcCf  does  not  change,  will  fuit  equal, 
ly  well  every  one  of  the  ltan2:as,  or  all 
as  well  as  the  6t  (f,  for  which  the  mufic 
might  be  more  immediately  compofed. 
Some  night  advantigc  of  co-incidence 
m  »y  in  lerd  chance  to  he  gained  in  one 
part,  or  lolf  in  another,  by  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  fame  drain  to  different 
verfesi  but,  on  the  whole,  I  am  per. 
luided  the  verfes  would  appe.ir  nearly 
upon  a  par  as  to  the  propriety  of  let¬ 
ting.  A  like  remark  mav  be  made  on 
the  variety  of  equally  jud  modulations 
with  which  different  people  might  read 
tlic  fame  paragraph  in  either  verle  or 
prole.  And  if  twenty  different  malfers 
wcic  to  compofc  miilit  for  identically 
the  fame  long,  would  they  not  produce 
as  many  differently-formed  melodies  ? 
And,  provided  thole  melodies  were 
equally  julf  in  the  kind  of  drain,  ought 
not  that  to  be  preferred,  whatever  were 
its  mechanical  form,  which  contained 
the  greatelf  intrinlir  beauty,  or  pro¬ 
duced  the  moll  alfedling  fuggelfions  ? 
And,  finally,  do  not  ine'c  conlidera- 
tioiis  prove,  what  we  have  already  a<l- 
vanced,  titat  genius,  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  corrcil  native  tide,  will,  in 
this  bulinefs,  ruperfede  the  ufe  of  tiie 
bed  mechanical  rules  that  can  be  given. » 

'riicfc  general  remarks  are  intended 
merely  to  let  a  rnulical  tyro  on  thinking 
a  little  for  himl’clf  on  a  f'ubjcCt  in  wf»icli 
falle  tadc  is  more  apt  to  be  prevalent 
thin  in  any  other;  and  1  Ihill  on'y 
lengthen  them  with  one  oblervation 
more. 

'The  melodies  of  our  prefent  times,

:is  to  choice,  leaves  their  auvantage 
doubtful.  And  hence  it  is  that  we

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find  Tongi  of  stry  ordinary  and  low 
linguage  become  popular,  and  thofe 
of  the  greatelt  beauty  and  elevation 
gain  no  ruperior  notice,  even  among 
thofe  who  are  judges  and  admirers  of 
poetry.  *  Songs,  however,  Itill  are 
pieafing  i  and  the  quettion  then  is. 
On  wliat  account,  01  whence  does  it 
arife,  that  tiie  n  tifice  which  almoli  de> 
Ibovs  the  very  elVencc  of  language, 
Aiould  at  the  lame  time  (eein  to  im¬ 
prove  it  ?  Weanfwer:  A  jull  and  plcaf- 
jng  melody,  l>y  its  native  luggeltiuns, 
throws  the  mind  into  a  date  of  feeling 
biglily  accordant  with  tf»e  fenfe  or  pur¬ 
port  <d'  the  words.  In  fuch  a  date, 
fvrry  concomitant  iilca  (or  ev^n  ordu 
n:ry  thing  •vijihle  to  the  eyi\)  is  recog¬ 
nized  with. a  more  than  oidinary  <ie- 
give  of  plcafure  aiul  complacency. 
And  if  the  current  fong  be  not  ftiHy 
tindei  dood  as  to  grammatical  conlfruc- 
rion,  it  mult  be  fo  in  pair,  and  he  cem- 
dantlv  exhibit ing  at  lead  •words  and 
phnifts^  aiiions  and  qualities,  which  aie

for  having  again  uHended  her  by  an 
accident  1  could  neither  lorrlee  nor 
prevent.  However,  my  ring  was  not 
taken  from  me  .  and  being  alhamed  to 
fee  the  t.acc  of  D  ieera,  L  wilhed  to  be 
ID  the  prclencc  of  Mizoudj  and  in  a 
moment  I  was  in  t!'e  gieat  chambe:  of 
his  palace,  ttandinr>  bcfoie  him.  “  Un¬ 
happy  Youief  1”  cried  he,  “  how  in- 
coniiderate  halt  ihoii  been,  .and  how 
fatally  hilt  thou  milt.aken  the  way  to 
the  pofledion  of  tlie  charms  of  tlie 
lovely  Perkeya  !  Doit  thou  not  know 
that  Ihe  Is  the  daughter  of  the  nirtgi* 
cian  Kniutf,  and  that  flie  will  h  a?  no 
rival  ?  Go  to  her,  tlierefore,  and  pre- 
fent  another  pot  ol  the  pure  h  >ney  i 
in  return  lor  which  ihc  will  give  you  a 
luiC'oiis  drink,  ot  Inch  a  peculiar  na. 
tu!e,  that  whoever  taltcs  ol  it  wi  1 
Hcep  iouiiiily  tor  a  month:  then  tlioii 
wilt  have  nothing  tc>  do  hut  to  wilh 
thy  (ell  with  thy  vtife,  to  tell  of  the 
many  prclents  thou  halt  leccivtd,  .and 
to  give  her  to  drink  ol  the  pliial." 

1  was  fo  infatuated,  that  I  inllantlv 
followed  tlie  ilireCtions  of  the  wicked 
magician  Mazoud.  Ptrkeya  took  the 
honey,  as  he  laid,  anti  immediately  pro¬ 
duced  aphialcontaininga  inixtui  c  of  an 
orange  colour,  and  bid  me  to  wilh  iny- 
frlf  at  home  witli  my  poor  SunOiec.  I 
did  fo}  and  found  IP.)  felf,  alter  being 
entranced  tor  a  few  tr.iiuitts  in  my  own 
houle,  poor  Sunlhee  was  glad  to  lee 
me,  and  immediately  prepared  me 
Ibme  coffee  and  iheibet.

I 
conhl  not,  however,  notwlthltamling 
my  ilevotioii  and  linccrc  cnucern  for 
the  lols  of  my  poor  dear  Suulhee,  get 
rid  of  the  imurrliion  Pcikcyi  had 
ni.'jde  upon  my  mind,  aiut  1  couhl  not 
help  wilhing  mylelt  again  in  the  pal.ace 
of  the  magician  Mazoud.

King’s  mellen^ers, 
members  ifier  hiving  vacate.l  i.neir 
feats,  undertakers’  men  w-iih  .!  hearfe, 
Ihowiiien,  keepers  of  wild  beads,  con¬ 
jurors,  tall  men,  Ihort  men,  giants  or 
dwarfs,  collectors  of  excite,  ridcis, 
walkers,  natiiralilts,  tinkers,  and  ped* 
lirs,  or  indeed  any  thing  but  twindlers, 
not  to  let  out  without  money  in  more 
than  an  equal  ratio  with  the  diitances 
of  lime  and  (pace.

I'hc  jvnrney  imm  Conwiv  to  H in¬ 
got*  is  a.i  ir'iuil  bniinels;  rocki  pile.i 
on  rocks  till  they  leeni  to  icacli  the 
tkics,  like  the  iun  iy-work  of  the  Ti- 
to:is  of  old  ;  the  clouds  (lying  in  many 
pSices  iiifinitelv  l>elow  their  (uinmits. 
For  ainufement,  you  iniy  rind  here  anil 
tiiere  a  loiii.ii  y  (heep  endeavouring  to 
procure  itielf  a  trugal  repait  in  thole 
Ipots  wlierc  iiiture  rurnilhes  a  handful

The 
111  eets  of  C.ienurvon  are  clean,  llraight, 
and  rrgular }  it  is  nearly  iqnare,  anj 
walKd,  .1  laigc  and  nugnificent  ca  de 
Handing  at  one  cornei  I’ke  C-.n^ay, 
Under  two  lides  of  the  town  w.ili  ex¬ 
tends  what  is  called  a  quay,  *  very 
pleiltnt  walkj  it  is  raiicd  a  (ufticunt 
height  from  the  lea.  and  faced  with 
Hone,  It  is  the  mall  of  the  p.acf} 
.and  the  dainlels  have  as  much  prid:  in 
displaying  their  thick  legs  ancl  cluml'y 
ancles  there,  as  ours  have  tiieir  thin 
bones  and  narrow  Hiins  in  Hyde  park; 
even  let  them  walk  and  talk,  and  “jig 
and  amble  and  rifp,"  there  is  no  h*rm 
in  it  ;  and  the  Icverity  of  reftrainr  is  an 
unfiicndlv,  unnarnrai,  and  irreligious 
jcH  upon  the  charader  ol  man. 

It  may  not  be  improper  here  to  fay  .a 
lew  words  of  the  people  of  this  toun- 
try ;  and  it  is  but  jultice  to  them  to  lay, 
that  their  chief  bent  is  the  love  of 
locicly,  with  a  delire  of  hofpitnlity:

No!  here  fociety  is  ol  a  very  diHereni 
Ipccies;  it  Hiows  itfclf  cliicfly  in  the 
art  of  what  is  called an  infinite 
quantity  of  ale,  till  the  holt  and  every 
one  of  his  gncits  are  in  the  nioH  beallly 
Hate  of  intoxication  ;  while  all  the 
information  at  thele  o.^gies,  if  you  will 
allow  Bacchus  to  be  a  god  of  ale  ns 
well  as  of  wine,  is  at  moH  tlic  belt 
method  of  leeding  a  cock,  or  fome 
improvement  or  other  in  the  fcience 
of  brulHng.  It  is  al fo  to  be  under- 
Hood,  thni  thele  meetings,  like  others 
in  Pvd.md,  KuHia,  and  the  lefs  civilized 
countiies,  aie  not  always  iiaimlels  and 
inoH'cnhvc  ;  a  boxing-match  is  gene- 
laliy  a  part  of  the  entertainment  ;  info- 
r.nu  !i  that  it  is  not  an  uncommon  fight

There 
was  not,  however,  inuoh  time  to  be 
thrown  away  in  the  c  'uli  lcration }  tlie 
evening  was  advancing,  ainl  the  being 
benighted  would  Inve  been  a  bad  jc.t 
in  fo  diimtl  a  connt'y.  r.^Icmg,  riiere- 
fore,  a  haity  relolution,  I  left  iny  bag¬ 
gage  to  encounter  the.dangr!  of  tlie 
fea  once  more,  and  having  a  'pointe*!  a 
general  remiezvoiis  at  a  little  town 
called  Pwllheli,  diit<nt  only  eight

tious.  T wo  miles  dill  wc  march  tln  ongh 

land  and  water,  over  hedge  and - 1 

miltake,!  did  not  :ee  one— —  *ell  then, 
over  ditch,  and  by  the  nea'ell  road  oiir 
guide  could  pick  <>nr,  to  Horm  and 
aflail  this  ancient  borough.  Now,  rr.y 
dear  Mr.  Jelfer,  figiire  to  y^.iirlelf  a 
fcattered  nelf  of  about  fi'tv  hovels,  each 
about  nine  feet  in  perpeiuliciilai  height 
tiom  the  ground,  the  fumes  of  binning 
peat  ifluing  from  vat  ions  filfures, cracks, 
hobs,  patches,  cavities,  and  other  natu¬ 
ral  and  unnatural  defeats  of  the  walls, 
as  well  as  through  certain  artificial 
holes  intended  by  the  ingenious  build¬ 
er  to  aiilwer  tlir  purpofes  of  windows, 
that  part  of  the  hovel  intended  for  the 
chimney  happening  to  be  the  only 
one  through  which  the  ;moke  did  not 
exude.  Figure  alfo  to  yourfelf  two 
or  three  houfes  (landing  rather  higher 
than  the  rell,  conitrucled  of  mde,  ili- 
hewn  llonej  one  the  inn,  the  fecund 
the  dwelling-houfe  of  the  'Squire,  and 
the  third  of  the  Lawyer.

We  agree  with  the  author,  thit 
tliole  pious  perlons  (in«t  inch  tirerc 
a»'e,)  do  not  under  dand  the  true  in- 
te'eds  of  Clii  idianity ,  who  forbi.t  the 
hiidy  of  Pag  in  liter  aturt,  bcc.uife  it 
lecins  to  us  ferve  as  a  toil  to  lacred  ; 
and  although  through  the  medium  of 
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thit  branch  of  learning  we  only,  a- 
ihc  chimeras  of  (uperllition  and 
the  iricgiilarlt'es  of  luiman  nature, 
catch  an  erratic  glance  at  t!»e  nuth, 
we  can,  from  comparilon  and  letleCfion, 
from  me  tall  ot  empire.',  the  fall  of 
princes,  and  the  various  convulii  uis 
and  CJiiCuliions  in  the  nuindaiie  and 
hu  nan  fyltcms,  trace  the  hand  of  the 
Alnii  'hty,  and  learn  to  admire  the  wit- 
dt»n»  t)y  which  his  providence  governs 
the  un'verle! 

The  author  (Chanter  VT)  now  conli- 
ders  thr  origin  of  law  s,  and  their  v  due, 
as  applicable  to  ancient  Kgyot,  and  to 
the  origin  il- Pe'iiins,  Irdc  love  toju!- 
ticr  thr  exlu'p^s  as  an  example  tvi  mo¬ 
dern  Ifitcinirn,  aiul  whole  lyltem  of 
Koy.iJ  edu'  ation  (he,  uo  »n  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  Plato,  imicli  commends. 

The  (ever.th  Chapter  is  devoted  to 
Greece  j  and  our  eyes  are  conlenueiulv 
direilctl  to  Athens.  With  leipeet  to 
the  ev :1s  attendant  upon  a  republican 
form  of  government,  as  exltibited  in 
th.it  city,  we  go  the  lull  length  with  the 
author  in  deploring  them.  She  might 
have  been  more  tender  to  tcenic  ex¬ 
hibitions  p  though  tinquediou.^bly  tlie 
Comic  Mine  was  very  loo'el)  attired 
when  (he  trod  the  Athenian  Itage.  We 
could  eaiily  quote  the  opinions  ot  Plato, 
Arilfotle,  Xenophon,  who  in  his  Cyro- 
poedia  commends  the  Pei  iians  lor  not 
(utiVi  ing  their  youth  to  partikeot  Inch 
amulements,  I'ully,  and  many  others  j 
to  which  lui^’ht  he  added  thole  ot  Se¬ 
nates,  Couneds,  and  Fathers  of  the 
Ciuirch  i  yet  the  qiieltion  would  at  lait 
come  to  tins,  Have  not  other  times  and 
countries  in  which  theatrical  entertain¬ 
ments  have  been  either  unknown  or 
proici  i!>ed,  been  a>  pioHigate  as  tliote 
in  wliich  they  have  been  toler.ited  ? 
Tint  the  Itage,  iindei  proper  regula¬ 
tions,  ni  ly  btcome  a  tchool  of  inoralitv, 
it  is  now  unnecell  u  y  to  allei  t,  betaufe 
it  is  generally  alleiued  to  ;  and  that  the 
pieces  ot  the  ancient  poets  Itrongly  in¬ 
culcate ot  ideas  and  rei'ttitiide  of 
mind,  mult  be  equally  certain,  if  we 
conlider  that  many  of  tlieni  arc  taiiglit 
and  exhibited  in  ether f.kools.  The  i«- 
flections  that  occur  in  this  Chaptc, 
and  the  admoniroiy  cumpirifon  with 
wliich  It  concludes,  are  i  quallyjuli  and 
adnii'  dde. 

In  the  eighth  C'hapter,  the  author 
obfei  ves,  that  rcpubiican  Rome  has 
been  too  liighly  pantgyrihd.  60  we 
think  has  republican  Athens;  for  al¬ 
though  loiue  (caticTcd  notices  of  the 


M  marchs  of  the  former  will  be  found 
in  ihefe  volumes,  thol.*  of  the  latter 
have  b*en  (ilently  p  illcii  over.  In  this 
Chiptcr  Mr.w  M.  has  mingled  compa¬ 
rative  rennr  k<  noon  the  condition  of 
our  couiuiymrn  opooled  to  that  ot  the 
Romans ;  w  hich,  although  not  ab(o- 
lutely  necell’irv,  a- c  certainly  julf. 

In  the  ninth,  the  delineates  t!ie  cha- 
ra.'ters  ot  thole  hiltorians  who  weic 
the.n'elves  coMce’ii'd  in  the  tranl- 
actions  w!vi;h  (h  y  recorti  ;  viz.  riui- 
cydi  X.  nirduin,  Polybius,  C.cf.ir, 
J  invi'le,  Pnilip  >1  de  Cvimines,  Guic- 
cha  dm,  Snily,  XC.  With  relpeCt  to 
Rirnei  (he  leems  to  hive  di*'pcd  her 
pen  in  t!.e  ink- hand  ot  Switt  or  Ar- 
l3iithnot  ;  for  tluis  (he  coinmeinorates 
Ills  wor ks  ;  —

prefent  volume,  conii  lered  as  a  feparaie 
and  diltiowt  com '^>0  Hr  ion,  will  be  highly 
ufefiil  and  fitisfaftory,  by  the  com  nu- 
nication  of  much  origin  il  information, 
and  by  the  difculfijn  of  lubjejh  cjtpla- 
nnforyand  illultrative  of  the  relation  of 
h’ftoriral  tran factions.  For  example, 
the  ch’iafter  and  minners  of  a  pe  >'>!e 
will  often  account  for  their  morives 
and  conduct  in  their  publ’C  concerns  : 
thus  the  ferocious  qualities  of  the  an¬ 
cient  Saxons,  deferibed  in  this  volume, 
were  produilive  of  habitual  cruelty 
and  dcrtruclivencfi,  “they  were  dread¬ 
ed  more  than  an\r  other  people,  they 
were  diftinguilhei  for  their  vehemence 
and  valour,  but  they  cxercifcd  it  in 
a^ts  of  indiferiminate  depredation  ; 
they  dcfolated  where  they  plundered 
with  the  fword  and  flame.”  At  a  fu¬ 
ture  period,  the  Angfo-Saxons,  after 
their  converfion  to  CliriJliajiify,  aban¬ 
doned  their  predatory  incurfions,  their 
cruelty,  and  their  di'^eful  cudoms,  and 
became  remarkable  for  their  amiable 
qualities. 

The  volume  is  divided  info  eight 
books,  and  each  book  is  fubdivided 
into  chapters.  The  firft  book  treats 
of  the  Saxons  in  their  Pagan  date,  and 
as  inhabitants  of  the  Germanic  conti¬ 
nent.  Their  charadii*  and  perfons  — 
Government  and  laws — Religion— Me- 
nology  and  literature — are  the  fubjecls 
ol^four  chapters,  more  curious  than 
intcreding,  except  as  introdu'lory  to 
the  feco.nd  book.  One  of  their  dread¬ 
ful  cultoms,  however,  it  may  be  proper 
to  notice,  for  obvious  resfons — “  their 
feverity  againit  adultery.”  Ifamariied 
woman  became  unchafle,  fl^e  was  corn- 
filed  to  hang  herfclf,  her  body  was 
urnt,  and  over  her  afhes  the  adulterer 
was  executed.  Or  elfc,  a  comnany  of 
females  whipped  her  from  diltridt  to 
didrii^,  and  dividing  her  garments 
near  the  gird!'*,  they  pierced  her  body 
with  tlicir  knScs.  They  drove  her 
thus  bleeding  from  their  habitations  ; 
and  wherc.'bever  (he  went,  new  collec¬ 
tions  of  women  renewed  th^  cruel. pii- 
nilhmcnt  rill  fl  e  expired.  Though  we 
diudder  at  th**  recital  of  the  horrid  pu- 
nifhmcpt.  It  mny  li.4ve  its  ufe,  to  (how 
tlic  utter  dftellation  in  which  a  crime 
was  held  by  Pagans  and  Sav.'iges,  which 


in  our  civilized  ftate,aad  in  defiance  of 
a  Chritlian  education,  of  the  deli- 
cicy  of  the  female  mind,  its  native 
love  of  honour,  and  the  uncorrupted 
voice  and  feeling  of  (ocicty,”on  which 
our  author  very  prettily  defcauts,  has 
been  too  prevalent,  and  in  the  higher 
CkafTcs  of  our  females.  “  W-  do  not 
wiin  to  have  the  honour  of  the  fex 
inaluiiiued  by  a  Saxoii  puni(hment 
but  we  think  Come  perl'onal  degrada¬ 
tion  ought  to  b*  inflicted  )  and  lin- 
cercly  hope,  that  flume  on  reviewing 
the  contrj't  between  the  feelings  of 
the  ancient  Saxon  women,  .and  the 
rentirneiats  of  our  fashionable  fine  ladiei 
on  this  fubje^,  may  prevent  the  crime 
being  (o  lightly  contidered  aa  it  is  in 
grnciai,  in  convcrlation,  and  in  feme 
publications. 

The  manners  of  the  Anglo-Saxons 
are  delinea'ed  untier  fevcial  heads  in 
tlie  J'econd  book,  coiraining  fiueen 
chapters,  commencing  with  their  in¬ 
fancy, childhood,  and  names.  **  Their 
tendered  and  molt  hclolcfs  years  were 
under  tlie  care  of  females.  They  had 
infant  baptlfm  performed  by  iminer- 
lion,  within  thirty  days  after  the  birth. 
As  the  Anglo-Saxons  were  not  a  lite- 
rary  people,  tlieir  childifh  occupations 
confifled  of  exercilc-s  of  mufcukir  agi¬ 
lity;  fuch  as  leaping,  running,  and 
wrcltling.  A  lilt  of  names  given  by 
the  parents  to  their  cf/ildr^'n  in  their 
infancy  is  vc-y  curious;  (omc  of  them 
are  fmtaf'ic,  others  have  aooropriate 
ineaninys  :  thus,  /Ethelani^'  liynified 
the  no!  U  ivolf\  Hundberht,  tkt  iuuflrious 
hiund  ;  /cAbtlred^  noble  in  coumil ;  Stgenc^ 
*vulorious  and  rich  ;  Eadward,  the  pro* 
fperouj  guardLn  Of  female  nimes, 
AdeU'ue  me  me  the  noble  nMife  \  Eadgipa, 
the  happy  gift ;  lEynjreda^  the  peace  of 
man." 

Their  education,  the  fubje^t  of  the 
next  chapter,  appears  to  have  been 
totally  negle61ed  with  refpei^t  to  men¬ 
tal  improvement ;  their  tociety  was  di¬ 
vided  into  two  orders  of  men,  laymen 
and  cccicfiaflvcs  :  the  former  were  con- 
tent'to  remain  in  ignorance,  for  even 
the  great  and  powerful  undervalued 
k.nowledge.  Even  Kings  could  not 
write  ;  and  many  of  Alfred’s  Earls 
were  compelled  by  his  wife  feverity 
to  learn  to  le^d  in  their  mature  age. 
The  Clergy  were  the  preceptors  of 
tho'e  who  lought  to  learn. 

Their  food  is  detailed  in  the  third 
chapter,  by  wh^h  it  ippcars  that  tha 
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atiimaU  they  preferred  were  Twine. 

•*  The  country  in  all  parts  abound¬ 
ed  with  woods,  and  woods  aie  not 
oTten  particularized  without  Tome  no¬ 
tice  of  the  Iw  ine  which  they  contained  \ 
they  are  alio  frequently  mentioned  in 
wills.  Thus,  Alfred,  a  Nobleman, 
gives  to  his  relations  an  hide  of  land, 
with  one  liundrcd  Twine  ;  and  he  di¬ 
rects  one  hundred  Twine  to  be  given 
tor  his  foul  to  one  Minder  §  the  lame 
number  to  another  \  and  to  his  two 
daughters  he  gi  ves  t  wo  t  houfand  Twine.** 
— They  eat  various  kinds  of  filh  j 
but  of  this  defeription  of  their  animal 
food,  the  fpecies  which  is  mod  pro- 
fufely  noticed  is  the  etl.  They  ultd 
cels  as  abundantly  as  Twine.  Two 
giants  are  mentioned,  each  yielding 
one  thouTand  eels,  and  by  anutiter 
two  thouTand  were  received  as  an  an¬ 
nual  rent.  Four  thouTand  eels  were 
a  yeaily  prelent  from  the  monks  of 
Kamfey  to  thofe  of  Peterborough.  We 
read  cf  two  places,  purchafed  lor 
twenty-one  pounds,  wherein  lixteen 
thouland  of  thele  hib  were  caught 
every  yeai  ^  and  in  one  charta,  twenty 
tilhermen  are  dated,  who  fuinilhed, 
during  the  Tame  period,  Jixty  tbot^and 
cels  to  the  monadery.**  Thfir  drinks 
and  cookery  follow  next  in  order,  with 
a  defeription  of  their  cudoms  at  table. 
Ale  and  mead  were  their  favourite  li¬ 
quors,  and  wine  was  an  occalional  lux- 
tirv^ 

Their  drefs  is  deferibed  in  another 
chapter.  1  he  Anglo-Saxons,  we  aie 
informed,  had  become  fo  much  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  conveniences  of 
civilized  life  as  to  have  both  variety 
and  vanity  in  their  drefs :  necklaces, 
braceletsi  and  rings  with  rich  gems, 
the  hair  delicately  curled  and  d reded 
arttdcially  with  curling  irons,  and  the 
face  painted,  filk  garments  woven  with 
golden  eagles  and  gold  flowers  were 
the  ornaments  of  an  Anglo-Saxon  lady } 
and  the  apparel  of  the  men  equally 
fbowed  their  fondnefs  for  gorgeous 
flnci^.  “  They  had  fometimes  gold  and 
precious  ftones  round  their  necKS  \  and 
men  of  confequence  or  wealth  ufualiy 
had  expenfivc  bracelets  on  their  arms 
and  rings  on  their  Angers.  It  is  flngu- 
hr  that  the  bracelets  of  the  male  Tex 
were  more  coftiy  than  tboTc  allotted  to 
the  ladies.** 

Their  fwmturt^  and  Uxuriest 
ve  the  Tubje^s  of  the  Jixtb  chapter  | 
in  the  fn/tmtb  their  conviviality  and 
amuTcmenu  i  and  both  xhtk  chapters 


will  be  found  replete  with  curious  and 
entertaining  deTcriptions.  Their  mar. 
riages  follow  ;  and  the  lights  and  pri¬ 
vileges  of  the  female  fex,  married  and 
Tingle,  are  flated  to  have  been  the  laine 
as  they  now  enjoy.  Some  dilFeientc, 
however,  appears  in  the  cu*lomary 
forms  of  marriage  contra(5fs }  and  it  is 
remarkable,  that  greater  (ccurity  ^as 
given  by  the  hufband  fo'^  »he  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  wife  and  children  than 
is  cuitomary  at  prelent.  He  wns  com¬ 
pelled  to  produce  friend*:,  ‘'ho  give 
their  fecurity  for  liis  due  oblervanccof 
his  covenant.  To  far  as  it  i  tlpci^Ved  pe¬ 
cuniary  fettlements. 

Of  tbt  clajfes  and  condition  of  focicty. 
Chapter  nine,  we  have  the  fiillosing 
Itatement :  — **  Every  man  in  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  focicty,  beneath  the  King  and 
his  family,  was  in  one  of  thefe  c’aiTes  *. 
He  was  either  in  high  eflimation  from 
his  birth,  or  he  was  in  a  ftate  of  dignity 
of  office,  or  from  property,  or  he  was  a 
freeman,  or  a  freedman,  or  he  was  in 
one  of  the  Tervile  tlafles.**  All  thefe 
diltinCtions  are  fully  explained,  and 
we  find  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  population  was  in  a  llate 
of  flavery,  “  Thele  wretched  beings 
were  bought  and  Told  with  land,  and 
were  conveyed  in  the  grants  of  it  pro- 
mifcuoully  withthecattleand  otherpro- 
perty  upon  it.  In  wills,  they  were  be¬ 
queathed  prccifely  as  we  now  diTpofe  of 
our  plate,  ourfurniture,  or  our  money.** 

Tbc  Gilds,  or  Clubs,  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxons  were  focial  confederations  efla- 
blilhed  in  ditferent  towns.  They  Teem, 
on  the  whole,  to  have  been  friendly 
alfociations  for  mutual  aid,  fuppoited 
by  regular  payments  from  each  indivi¬ 
dual  member,  and  by  fines  for  abicnee 
from  the  Itated  times  of  meeting,  and 
other  tianfgreffions  of  their  rules  and 
orders.  In  many  refpeits  they  refem- 
bled  our  cxilting  friendly  focutics*  In 
iicknefs,  in  poverty,  they  granted  pecu¬ 
niary  aid  to  their  diltrelTcd  brethren, 
and  when  they  died  they  were  buried 
at  the  expenie  of  the  club. 

Their  trades,  mechanical  arts,  and 
foreign  commerce  —  Their  money  — 
Their  chivalry— Their  fupcrftitions— 
and  their  funerals— are  the  fubjetfs  of 
the  remaining  chapters  of  the  Tecond 
book.  To  enter  into  particulars  un¬ 
der  any  of  thefe  heads  w'ould  cury  us 
far  beyond  the  limits  to  which  we  are 
neceflarily  confined.  Having,  there¬ 
fore,  already  given  fpccimcns  from  this 
important  divifion  of  the  valumc  fuffi- 
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cieot  to  excite  the  attention  of  the 
curious,  the  learned,  and  the  patrons 
and  friends  of  bidorical  fcience.and  to 
engage  them  to  become  poircflbrs  of 
the  whole  ;  at  a  further  recommenda¬ 
tion,  we  (hall  prefent  them  a  general 
anilyfis  of  the  contents  of  the  fubfe- 
quent  divifions  of  the  volume. 

*rhe  Landed  Property  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxons  is  the  fubjeft  of  tht  third  book, 
in  which  is  comprifed,  in  feparate  chap¬ 
ters— Their  hulbandryj  and  here  it  is 
worthy  of  notice,  that  they  ploughed 
with#x<’*j  a  practice  which  has  been 
laudably  revived  of  late  years,  not- 
withitanding  the  oppofition  of  preju¬ 
diced  perfons  in  fome  countries— The 
proprietor ih ip  in  land,  and  the  tenures 
oy  wlrich  they  were  held— The  burdens 
to  which  lands  were  liable }  and  the 
privileges  of  the  owners  t  they  were 
entitled  to  exercife  civil  and  criminal 
jurifdiftion  within  the  boundaries  of 
their  ten  itories — Their  conveyances— 
Some  particulars  of  the  names  of  places 
inMiddlcfex  and  London,  from  Doomf- 
day  Kook,  in  the  Saxon  times,  (how 
that  the  county  of,  Middlefex  had  been 
divided  into  hundreds,  which  w'crc 
diltinguilhed  by  the  names  they  now 
bear,  with  fmall  variations  of  pionun- 
clatinn  or  orthography  \  for  example, 
fiopieJlaiVt  Hounflow  j  Fulebatn,  Fulham, 
&c. — Law-fuits  about  land  t  this  is  a 
very  curious  chapter.  Their  denomi- 
nations  of  land  dole  the  third  book* 

Book  Jour  treats  at  large  of  the  go¬ 
vernment  of  the  Anglo-Saxons,  under 
the  following  heads : — The  King's  elec¬ 
tion  and  coronation  j  the  firlt  cynin^s 
(Kings)  teem  to  have  been  their  war- 
kings  continued  for  life,  and  the 
Crown  was  not  hereditary,  but  elcflive 
—The  Anglo  Saxon  Queen  was  crown¬ 
ed,  as  well  as  the  King,  with  foine  ex¬ 
ceptions — The  family  and  officers  of 
the  King  arc  dcicribed— His  dignity 
and  prerogativesforma  diltin^^  chapter. 
The  If'itena  Gemot  was  the  great  coun- 
cil  of  tlie  Anglo  Saxon  nation  }  their 
legillative  and  fupreme  judicial  aflem- 
hly :  their  conffitution,  powers,  and 
tranfa^ions,  are  detailed  in  the  fourth 
chapter  of  this  divilion,  w  hich  is  clofed 
by  a  review  of  the  contributions  levied 
from  the  people. 

The /ij'th  book  exhibits  the  hiffory  of 
t!ie  laws  of  the  Anglo-Saxons,  under 
the  following  heads,  in  chapters : — 
Homicide — Pcrfonal  injuries — Theft — 
and  Adultery.  The  principle  of  pecu- 
niary  punilbment  by  muUii  (tines)  per¬ 


vades  the  laws  of  the  Anglo  Saxont» 
and  of  all  the  German  national  but 
tbej}  appears  to  have  been  confidered 
by  our  anceftors  as  the  moft  enormous 
crime,  and  was  punilhed  accordingly | 
it  was  made  felony  by  the  Anglos 
Saxons  in  their  earlieft  law,  with  for¬ 
feiture  of  goods  and  chattels  |  the 
amputation  of  the  hand  and  foot  was 
foon added.  Adultery — tbepunilhment 
was  not  left  to  the  will  of  individuals^ 
it  was  not,  as  with  us,  confidered  as  a 
civil  injury,  for  which  the  individual 
nuy  bring  his  aflion,  and  recover 
pecuniary  damages.  'Fhe  Saxon  iegif* 
lators  enacted  penalties  againlt  it  as 
a  public  wrong,  always  puniDiable 
when  it  occurred  t  this  chapter  is 
defective,  by  confounding  the  offences 
of  adultery  and  criminal  intercoiirfe 
with  the  King's  maiden,  kc,^See  page 
3n- 

The  tf’We  and  the  ^iund  arc  thus 
explained Every  nun  l),td  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  a  *u)(re  .and  the  privilege 
of  a  mund.  The  nerre  was  the  legal 
valuation  of  .an  individual,  varying 
according  to  his  fituation  in  life.  If 
he  was  killed,  it  was  the  Aim  his 
mtirderer  had  to  pay  for  his  crime. 
If  he  committed  crimes  himlclf,  it  was 
the  penalty  he  paid  for  coinpepfation. 
The  Mundhyrd  was  a  right  of  protection 
or  patr.onage  which  individuals  puf* 
refled  for  their  own  benefit  and  that 
of  others.  The  violation  of  it  towards 
tliemfelvcs,  or  thofc  whom  it  (hcltered, 
was  punifhed  with  a  feverity  varying 
according  to  the  rank  of  the  patron. 
The  King's  mundhyrd  wras  guarded  by 
a  penalty  of  fifty  (Inllings. — Their  Borb, 
or  Sureties.  The  fyltem  of  giving  Airc- 
ties  or  bail  to  anfwer  an  accufation 
feems  to  have  been  coeval  with  the 
Saxon  nation,  .and  hat  continued  tQ 
our  times.f— Their  legal  tribunals  |  their 
ordeals  and  legal  punlfhmenti|  and 
tlie  introduction  of  the  tr^l  by  jurieij 
make  three  intereffing  chapters  1  and 
tlie  iaff,  which  is  the  molt  interefting 
to  us,  concludes  th<s  divifion. 

The  poetry,  literature,  arts,  and  fei- 
ences  of  the  Anglo  Saxons  are  amply 
difeuffed  in  the Jixtb  book,  confifting'of 
eight  chapters.  The  Latin  poetry  of 
Aldbelmf  Bede,  Boniface^  AUuin,  and 
others,  arc  the  Aibjects  ot  the  firlt 
three  chapters.  The  fourth  treats  of 
the  vernacular  poetry  of  the  Anglo-* 
Saxons — Gives  fpeciment  of  King  yff-i 
freX%  poetical  tranflations.— >From  th^ 
Saxon  Chronicle  ;  ^xtra^i  from  the 
K  ^  poetiul 
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poetical  panphrafe  of  Coedmon,  which 
begins  with  the  fall  of  angels,  “  and 
exhibits  fo  much  of  the  Miltonic  fpirir, 
that  if  it  were  clear  that  our  illuftriout 
bard  had'heen  familiar  with  Saxon,  we 
ihould  have  been  induced  to  think  he 
owed  fr^mrthing  to  the  paraphiafe  of 
Coedmon.”  This  poem  proceeds  to 
the  Creation,  the  hiitory  of  Adam  and 
Eve.  of  Cain  and  the  Deluge,  of  Abra¬ 
ham  and  Moles,  &c.  Another  fpeci- 
men  of  Anglo  Saxon  poetry  is  taken  ' 
from  the  fragment  of  the  hiftory  of 
Judith,  the  author  unknown.  Ex- 
tra6fs  from  an  Anglo-Saxon  epic  poem, 
which  if  **  a  narration  of  the  attempt 
of  Beowulf,  a  Chieftain,  to  wreck  the 
deadly  feud  on  Hrothgar,  anotiter 
Chieftain,  for  a  homicide  he  had  com¬ 
mitted,  conclude  the  fourth  chapter. 
'Fhe  fftb  is  a  criticifm  on  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  verfification.  A  diflicrl.ition  on 
the  liter atuie  of  the  Anglo-S.ixons, 
dared  from  their  convcrfion  to  Chrilt- 
ianity,  with  a  brief  account  of  the  lives 
and  profe  works  of  Aldhelm,  Bcdt, 
Boni'ace,  Eldius,  Aicuin,  and  Elfric, 
are  the  liibjefU  of  the  fixth  chapter. 
The  fe*venib  and  eighth  relate  to*  the 
libera!  arts  and  fcicncts  known  and 
pra£>ired  by  the  Anglo-Saxons,  com* 
pricing  mulic,  piiniing,  arciiitCvturc, 
arithmetic,  aft»’onomy,  geography,  cu¬ 
rious  chemical  experiments,  medicine, 
and  lurgery 

'Vhe  frventb  book  confiJ^s  of  n  con- 
cife  hidoryof  the  propagaiicii  of  Chi  in- 
i.inity  among  the  Anglo-S.ixons,  in  two 
chapters  j  in  the  feconJ  is  introducnl 
the  Te  Deum  and  the  fuhilate  of  the 
Anglo  Saxon  langu.igc.—  TlielttuituTC 
or  mcchanilm  of  tli.it  langu-igej  its 
originalitv  and  its  copioufrt'Si  are  '.he 
concluding  fubj»'i'ls  of  the  volume,  in 
the  ti^btb  and  lajl  book.  “  To  explain 
the  hiitory  of  any  language  is  a  talk 
peculiady  difHcuft  at  this  periovl  of 
the  world,  in  which  we  arc  fo  very 
remote  from  the  era  of  its  origin.il 
Conltru6tion.**  To  this  confeilion  of 
our  author  we  believe  his  readers  i*ill 
add,  that  it.  is  likewife  an  iingiateful 
talk  }  for  it  is  a  dry,  uniniereiling  ftib- 
jea.

In  the  fixth  Chapter,  containing  a 
feries  of  events  from  1499  to  1503,  the 
icing  of  France  attempts  the  cunquell 
of  Milan  and  Naples,  and.  In  confe- 


cjuence,  forms  an  alliance  with  Alex.sn- 
ncr  the  Vlth  and  the  Republic  of  Ve¬ 
nice. 

While  thefe  tranfa^ions,  in  which 
the  Pope  had  in  view  the  airgrandiru 
inert  of  liis  Ion  Caefar  Poigia,  were  in 
agitation,  the  Cardinal  dc  Medici,  (of 
whom  we,  at  length,  obtain  another 
tranfient  giimpfe,)at  the  a^e  of  twenty- 
four,  “  determined  to  quit  Italy,  and 
pafs  Tome  portion  of  his  time  in  tu- 
verfing  the  princip.«l  kingdoms  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  till  events  might  aiife  more  fa^ 
vourable  to  his  views. 

“  This  deiign  be  communicated  to 
his  coufin  Gulio  de  Medici  \  and  it 
was  agreed  to  form  a  party  of  twelve 
friends,  a  number  which  they  con¬ 
ceived  fufhciently  large  for  their  fecu- 
rity  in  the  common  incidents  of  a  jour¬ 
ney,  .and  too  fm.all  to  afford  any  caufe 
of  aiaim.  Diftaiding  therefore  the  in- 
lignia  of  ihtir  lank,  and  equipping 
tliemfelves  in  a  uniform  manner,  they 
p.afVed  through  the  States  of  Venice, 
and  vlfircd  moll  of  the  Cities  of  (jtr- 
inany,  aH'iiming  in  turn  the  command 
of  their  troop,  and  partaking  of  all 
the  amusements  afforded  by  continual 
ehange  of  plate  and  the  vaiious  nian- 
neis  of  the  inhabitants.  On  ihcir  arri¬ 
val  a:  Ulm,  titeir  lingular  appeal  ante 
oeeati.>ned  their  being  detained  by  the 
Magillrates;  but  on  diiclofing  their 
quality  and  purpolV,  they  weie  lent, 
ijn<lcr  a  guard,  to  the  Emperor  Maxi- 
iniiian,  who  lectlved  the  Cardinal  with 
th.at  rcfpe^i  end  attention  to  which, 
fiom  thb  celebrity  of  liis  j>ncc:*o»s  and. 
his  high  r?nk  in  the  (.)huich,  he  w.is 
entitled.  Fai  from  Inten  upting  their 
pri'grcfs,  Maximilian  liighly  commend¬ 
ed  tlie  magn.ar iinity  of  the  Cardinal  in 
be.iring  his  advcilc  fortune  with  p.i- 
ticnce,  and  bis  judgment  in  applying 
to  the  j  urpofes  of  nf'erul  infoimation 
tli.1t  jioiHon  of  time  which  he  cotild 
rot  now  difpofe  of  to  better  advr,uijge. 
Eeficles  furnifhing  him  with  an  honour¬ 
able  palTuorl  through  the  German  States, 
Maximilian  gave  him  letters  to  his  Ton 
Philip,  then  Governorof  theLow  Coun¬ 
tries,  lecummending  the  Caidinal  and 
his  companio/is  to  his  protection  and 
favour.  Aftei  having  pafled  a  confi- 
derable  time  in  Get  many, the  alTociated 
friends  proceeded  to  Flanders,  where 
they  weie  received  by  Philip,  not  only 
with  hofpitality,  but  magnificence.  The 
Cardinal  then  intendecl  to  have  taken 
fhipping,  and  proceeded  to  England; 
but  the  danger  of  the  voyage  detened 

his 
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kli  friends  from  the  undertaking,  and 
it  (heir  intreaty  he  rclinquiihed  his 
defign  :  they  therefore  bent  tlicircouric 
towards  Fruicc.  On  their  arrival  at 
Roiien  rhev  were  again  fclzed  upon, 
and  taken  into  cultody  $  and  although 
the  Cardinal  and  Guliu  made  an  inime* 
diate  diicovery  ot  their  rank,  and  re- 
prefente  I  the  ohjeSf  of  their  journey  to 
be  totally  unconneded  with  political 
concerns,  fft,  ijj  the  date  of  Imuility 
that  had  then  commenced  Iretween  the 
Kiogs  of  Fiance  and  Naples,  there  ap. 
pcared  to  be  too  much  ground  for 
lufpicion,  to  admit  of  their  being  Ipeed- 
ily  releafed  ;  nor  was  it  until  letters 
had  been  oSiaiucd  from  Pie/o  de  Me¬ 
dici,  then  in  the  French  camp  at  Milan, 
that  they  were  able  to  procure  their 
difeharge.  Havingagain  ohtainevl  their 
liberty,  they  proceeded  through  Fiance, 
vifiting  every  place  delei  ving  ol  notice, 
and  examining  whatever  was  remarks 
able,  till  they  arrived  at  Maifeilles, 
where,  a^tei  a  fhort  day,  they  deter- 
mined  to  proceed,  by  fca  immediately 
to  Rome." 

7')ipy  were, however, driven  on  (hore, 
andti  iveiled  bv  land  toSavona  j  wlience 
the  Caniinai  repaired  to  Genpa,  and 
jixetl  hjs  lefnience  with  Madakiu,  his 
fiilei,  ilje  wile  ot  Francilco  Cibo. 

The  events  which  had  ocevnred  in 
Italy  doling  his  ab!ence  induced  iiiiii 
to  had^n  to  Koine,  in  the  hope  tliar, 
'ainiibt  ihe  c hang's  and  commotions 
to  wliich  the  pictenfions  cf  Louis  the 
XJItiiaiid  tlie  aiTibili'm  of  iJjelar  lior- 
g'.a  had  given  rile,  an  opportunity 
might  yei  occur  of’ i  etloi  iug  i!;t  Medici 
to  ilielr  foi mer  authority  in  the  city  of 
Kiwience.  Tins,  It  ap|;ears,  was  a 
foiifth  time  attempted.  Iii  tius  part 
of  the  Chanter,  the  molt  diltiiiguifhcd 
figure  IS  Carlar  iioigia,  wlio  had  jelin- 
quiilivd  his  C'lidiiui'i:  l.at,  and  (teius 
to  have  delighted  in  tl.e  (toim  which 
involved  great  part  cf  If.ily  in  its  te:'- 
rific  :  >iior  ^does  tlie  conduct  of 

Louis  the  XHth  appear  lefs  reprehenfi* 
ble,  who  aililteJ  in  i.aifing  the  whirl- 
l»-ind  which  the  foimer  lo  enjoyed. 

It  is  imnoliible  to  follow  the  author 
th  lougl)  the  intricate  mazes  of  Italian 
contention  j  the  moll  tlriking  features 
of  it  in  this  turbulent  period  are  the 
fitge  of  Capua,  which  was  lacked  by 
the  French  (z5th  July,  1501,)  with  cif- 
cumliances  of  peculiar  cruelty  and  un¬ 
exampled  licentioufnefs,  and  the  capi¬ 
tulation  of  the  city  of  Naples.  Ftdc- 
rigo,  the  King,  was  allowed  to  jetire 


to  the  liland  of  Ifchia,  He  Tent  hit 
infant,  fun  Ferdinand  to  'Taientum. 
We  next  bcliold  the  reft  of  the  wretch¬ 
ed  family  of  Ariagon,  coniiiting  of 
llabella  the  Queen,  Beatrice,  the  filter 
of  the  Monaich,  widow  of  the  great 
Matthew  Corvino,  Kmg  of  Hungary, 
and  llabella  his  niece,  the  widow  of 
the  Duke  of  Milan,  alfeinbled  on  the 
barren  rock  of  l!chia,  and,  in  Che  de¬ 
ll  ruction  of  their  ncai  elt  j  elations  and 
the  dcvallation  of  their  countries,  de¬ 
ploring  the  fatal  eft'e.^t8  of  Spanilh  and 
Gdlic  tre.ichery,  and  lamenting  the 
luccels  of  Gallic  arm.s. 

At  this  period  Fcderlgo  took  a  refo- 
lution  which  raifes  him  very  higli  in 
our  opinions.  He  could  no  longer 
oppoie  the  fiorm  that  had  driven  him 
to  a  remote  and  barren  corner  of  Eu¬ 
rope  j  he  therefore  determined  to  bend 
to  it.  He  did  lol  and  abandoning  the 
.invidious  fituatiou  of  a  Monarch,  he, 
in  confcqucnce  of  an  application  to  the 
King  of  France,  obtained  an  annual  in¬ 
come  of  thirty  thoiiland  ducats,  and  the 
'title  of  Duke  of  Anjou.  Thus  fecurc 
of  opulence  and  repoie,  he  ended  his 
d.iys  in  tranquillity  at  Touts,  in  the 
year  1514.  With  him  ended  “  a  line 
of  .Muuarchs  who  had  for  a  longcouiie 
of  years  rendered  Naples  the  feat  of 
magnih'cence,  opulence,  and  learning, 
of  wlmm  he  was  the  molt  defcrvlng 
and  unfortunate."  The  tears  of  the 
Mules  followed  him  to  liis  retreat. 
'J'he  fidelity  of  Sinnezaro,  who  fold 
liis  pof'eiiions  to  relieve  his  Monarcli, 
and  left  Ills  r.ative  counliy  to  accom- 
p.uiy  him,  is  worth  a  hundred  ads 
o:  V.  hat  is  termed  heroilm.  Lhls  elc- 
gai'.f  poet  and  excellent  man  took  bis 
leave  of  hi.s  country  in  fome  beautiful 
ve»  ies',  which  aic  quoted  in  yie  note, 
(pjgc  316.) 

I'he  atiocities  that,  almofl  liourly, 
marked  the  condud  of  Caefar  Borgia, 
(of  whom,  as  of  a  rr.onlier  in  iniquity, 
who  has  net  heard  even  in  his  boyilh, 
(lays  .^)  have  been  fully  detailed  by  the 
iiiitoiians;  but  the  account  of  his 
tre.icherou!.  deifnidion  of  feveral  Ita¬ 
lian  Noblemen  at  Singaglia,  in  which, 
Mr.  K.  properly  remarks,  he  has  not 
afTeFted  to  conceal  his  guilt  under  the 
flighted  covering  of  decency,"  is  again 
brought  forward. 

This  may  be  very  well  in  Italian  hif- 
torians}  they  wrote  to  the  people,  and 
feenes  like'thofe  feem  to  have  fuited 
the  genius  of  their  country:  hut  we 
could  almofl  have  excufed  the  Englifli 

author 
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author  If  he  hatl  paiTed  over  th?s  horrid 
and  abomimbic  of  trencljpry  by 
which  the  mm  tlerer  attaincil  his  high- 
elt  power,  einccially  as  hiltoi  ical  conca- 
fenarlondid  not  leem  to  require  its  in- 
f»*rtion,  ami  its  only  life  would  have 
been  to  hive  deduced  trorn  it  a  moral 
leflon,  which  we  do  not  find  in  the  luh- 
fequent  lines. 

j).i27.led  by  the  glltteiinj  of  a  name, 
feme  ot  his  covinrrymen  have,  perhaps, 
attributed  the  honour  of  this  outrage  to 
hiiininity  to  Muihia'vciif  and  vailed  it 

If  policy  or  politics  (which  we  think, 
in  the  way  that  they  have  in  former 
ages  bcfn  admlnilUred,  have  produced 
moie  evd  to  f(*ciet>,  and  more  villainy 
among  mankind,  than  any  other  fyf- 
tems,)  hatl  any  fliare  in  this  treachery, 
it  is  likely  enough  that  they  emanated 
from  the  fertile  brain  of  the  Florentine 
Secretary, and  certainly  confign  to  eter¬ 
nal  infamy  not  only  the  chaiacfcr  of 
thi.s  eulogift  of  Brutus,  but  that  of  his 
wroi  ks. 

While  every  circiimftance  firmed  to 
confpirc  to  favour  the  ambiiion  of  Bor¬ 
gia,  a  ludden  reverie  of  fortune  under¬ 
mined  at  once  tiic  fabric  of  his  wirked- 
nefj ;  this  was  the  death  of  his  father. 
Pope  Alexander  the  Vlth  ;  an  event 
rendered  dill  more  fatal  to  him  by  the 
ctfeds  ot  a  dangerous  mal.ady  under 
which  he  at  that  time  labour* d. 

Both  theic  cii cumiKanccs  are  by  the 
Italian  liiltof  ians  attributed  to  the  ope- 
lation  of  pctilon,  pieparrd  by  the  vie- 
tirr'>  tlicmfrivrs  tor  the  dclbuttion  of 
fi'vr’all  ardiuals  wh.»lr  hais  were  wai'.t- 
nl,  but  by  the  error  of  an  attend.iiit  in- 
taufiouny  ailmlni 'e* t  <1.  The  tiuth<*f 
tills  alieition  we  fee  little  rcafon  to 
doubt  :  however,  Mr.  K.  labour>  hard 
to  exculpate' them  f;o»n  iliis  intendeil 
Clime,  v'hich  lo  provide nti.ally  turned 
upon  its  autliors,  on  tltc  Ivippoftion 
that  men  ol  furh  acknowledged  abi¬ 
lity,  f  iutlon,  and  p^neti ation,  would 
fcarccly  h.ue  ritked  their  lives  on  tlie 
negligence  or  fiiielity  of  a  ieivant,  or 
have  phiccil  it  within  the  power  of  acci¬ 
dent  to  render  them  the  vi^dims  of 
their  own  ci  one.  Tlii'*,  to  fay  r.o»!iing 
of  the  oper ition  of  Divire  v^ngtance, 
js  furti)  the  wtakclt  of  all  arguments. 
Neither  Alexander  the  Vltli  nor  his  ^on 
Cicfar  could  li.ave  bien  guilty  ot  half 
the  c'imrs  that  h.avc  ll.iiued  thei*'  me¬ 
mories,  if  they  had  not  a  hundrtd  tttr.es 
put  ihemftlves  in  the  power  of  thrir 
doineltics.  In  thcle  rccoids  of  human 


atrocities  which  tinge  the  hilforieil 
pages,  how  few  of  f^ltUcal  murders 
that  appil  our  fenfes  l).ivc  been  per. 
petraterl  by  the  ptrfons  themrelveswho 
were  to  reap  tlie  fuppofed  advantages 
of  them  !  And  when  we  rtfleif  how 
fiequenily  accomplices  in  guilt  have 
tun.ed  upon  their  iiiHig.itors,  it  does 
feem  to  us  the  mod  prob.ible  th.it 
Alexander  the  Vltli  perifhed  in  the 
way  that  the  hillorians  anti  poets  of 
thofe  times  Inve  dated. 

H.iving  endeavciired  to  impute  the 
death  of  this  Pope  to  the  ravages  of 
a  fever,  rather  than  to  poifbn,  the 
author  attempts  to  refciie  his  chaiac- 
ter  ill  fomc  degree  from  tlie  obloquy 
that  has  for  three  centuiics  attadied  to 
it. 

Licentious  and  atrocious  a?,  at  this 
time,  the  age  and  country  in  which  he 
exided  certainly  were,  we  think  that 
this  i.s  a  talk  thit  would  have  taxed  the 
abilities  of  Mr.  k.  ro  their  utmclf  ex¬ 
tent,  b.id  ih.c  enormities  of  his  ecclcli- 
adical  hero  been  fully  difplaycd ;  which, 
for  the  lake  of  morality  and  delicacy, 
we  aie  glad  to  find  they  are  not. 

“  l.ooking  at  him  in  a  political  point 
of  view,”  fays  Mr.  K.,  lie  does  not 
appear  nvorfe  than  Louis  of  France  and 
Fe.’dinanil  of  Spain,  who  conipired  to 
fc’ze  uprm  and  divide  the  kingdom  of 
Naples,  by  an  example  of  treachery 
tliat  iKvcr  can  be  luflicicntly  exe¬ 
crated.” 

Vet  this  is  but  an  oblique  kind  of 
frmj€\  and  if  we  conlider  me  fituation 
of  cvicxamler  as  fupreme  Head  of  the 
Church,  and  conlecjuently  totaliy 

abltra^cd  trom  Itruggles  lor  power  ami 
dummion  and  political  conienticn,  no 
pt aile  at  all. 

In  l;t»^f,  the  clnrac^ers  of  this  Pontiff' 
and  ol  his  lavoui  ite  Ion  Liel’f,  nay  thole 
of  his  whole  tamilv,  we  e  iiifli,that  the 
lels  lint  is  faid  of  them  ilie  better. 
To  b'iog  them  forward  as  warnings 
is  unnecellaryj  and  l»od  forbid  that 
they  fiiould  ever  hfcome  examples: 
iheicforc  we  wonder  that  lo  judicious 
an  author  Ihould  with  lefpeCf  to  fome 
of  them  have  faid  lo  much.  'Fhis 
is  tlie  only  c.b'ervation  which  we 
fhall  rn^ke  on  the  dd'icrtation  on  the 
(hnradtr  o\  Luerttia  Foi  pi.i.  We  have 
betorc  admit cd  tlie  lierolfm  of  Mr.  R., 
which  liis  indutei!  him  to  h:i7.ird  fernc- 
/,6/r^in  ilclence  ol  the  reputation  of  his 
pnucipal  perloii.igfij.  In  this  dilVnt.v 
tion  we  are  Uill  gic.itrr  adnurci  s  of  his 
^idlu}it*y  i  lUougii  we  a;c  lorry  lo  o'j- 
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|r<frvf,  To  <1ccn  was  the  ImprcHion  made 
5y  toimer  liidoiians  upon  our  minds 
with  rei’peft  to  the  abandoned  protli- 
gacy  oFthis  MeH'dina  the  Second,  that 
we  have  leid  his  elaborate  tietence  of 
Iter  without  being  convinced  of  her 
virtufs . 

I  the  Second, 

This  Volume  begins,  in  our  opi¬ 
nions,  with  a  moral  Tetron,  as  it  (hows, 
in  the  dilVenlion  betwjxt  the  Kicncli 
and  Spanilh  Monatchs,  tint  there  is 
no  liability  in  the  all'jci.tilons  of  the 
wicked.  Mr.  K.,  upon  this  lubjeci, 
properly  obl'civcs, 

“  In  the  coiirlc  of  human  event.'?,  it 
is  not  uncommon  that  raivicity  and  in- 
Juitice  tinJ,  in  the  very  luccels  of  their 
mcarufes,  their  own  punlthmcnt.  I  nis 
I  was  llrikingly  e'cemplihed  in  tlie  con- 
j  quelt  an  1  diimemberinerit  of  the  king¬ 
dom  or  Naples,  which,  inlicad  of  af¬ 
fording  to  the  victors  the  advantages 
they  cxpei^ted,  opened  t!ie  way  to  new 
contclis,  more  bioody  and  dellriijidive 
than  any  that  Italy  had  lately  experi¬ 
enced.” 

In  thofe  ages  nations  feem  to  have 
teen  as  fond  of  negociation  as  war  » 
and  it  is  in  foire  degree  to  their  cie- 
*dit,  that  Monarchs  or  Minlders  have 
very  frequently  tried  tlie  th’ecis  of  the 
former  before  they  h.ave  itlorted  to 
the  latter.  This  was  the  cafe,  in  the 
firlt  inllance,  between  the  French  and 
Spaniards  i  but  this  pacific  ciifpontiu.u 
not  opeiating  (utficienlly,  arms  were 
reforted  to,  in  whicli  the  lornier  were 
more  fuccefslul.  I'his  opened  the  way 
to  another  negociation  for  the  ex¬ 
change  of  prifuners,  which  would  not 
have  becji  mentioned,  but  for  irs  being 
the  piecurior  of  a  very  extraordinary 
combat  between  thirteen  Frenchmen 
and  thirteen  lt.alians.  The  caule  of 
this  was  a  dlfpuie  originating  betwixt 
Charles  de  d'orgues,  a  French  OiTiccr, 
who  on  viiiting  the  town  of  liiiiett.i, 
during  the  truce,  flipped  la  the  houfe 
of  Don  Enrico  di  Mendc»/..»  with  Indico 
Lopez, and  Don  Fietio  lie  Oi  igno,  Pi  ior 
of  Medina,  where  one  fubjcH  of  their 
con  venation  rtfpeefed  the  comparative 
courage  of  the  French  and  Italian  fol- 
diery  j  in  the  courle  of  wiiich  Torgues 
alTerted,  tint  the  latter  were  an  efiVmi- 
jiate  and  dallardly  people.  I'his  was 
denied  by  Lopez.  In  oider  to  decide 
this  contioverly.  it  was  agreed  that  a 
combat  oa  horfeback  (hould  cake  place 


betwixt  thirteen  Fi'enchmen  and  thir¬ 
teen  Italians. 

Though  in  this  age  duelling  dou- 
rlfhed  and  fpread  up  to  that  period 
when  -Francis  de  Vivonne  and  Guy 
Cnabot  de  Jarnac  entered  the  lilts*, 
and  the  combat  w.is  conlidered  as  a 
It^al  iolemnity,  yet  this  leems  to  have 
had  more  of  the  Ipirit  of  romantic 
times  than  miny.  Ehe  armies  and 
combatants  met  on  the  day  .lopoiiit- 
ed,  i3rh  Febrii.uv  1503;  and  after 
the  Lilians  Ind  liitcMied  to  an  oration 
from  Cl  mlalvo,  and  pa-took  of  a  mo¬ 
derate  collatin’.),  tlicy  proceeded  to  the 
field,  where  they  ii  ul  the  honour  to  be 
the  lint.  “  In  a  (liort  time  the  Frentli 
combatants  alio  m  ulc  their  appearance, 
in  great  pomp  and  with  numerous  at¬ 
tendants.  The  advene  parfie.s  then 
quirting  their  horl’e?,  and  mounting 
the  Itecds  prepaicd  for  them,  arrayed 
themlclves  in  order,  and  giving  their 
couriers  the  rtins,  ruffled  agjinit  each 
other  at  full  (peed.  A  tew  lances  were 
broken  in  tlie  fiiuck  without  much  in¬ 
jury  to  cither  paitVj  but  it  was  ob- 
I'erved,  that  the  Itall.ins  remained 
firmly  united,  whillt  the  French  f’eem- 
cd  to  be  difperled  anil  in  (ome  dlf- 
order.  'I’he  combatants  then  difmount- 
ing,  att.ickcd  each  other  with  fwonfs 
and  battle-axes,  and  a  contelt  enfued, 
in  whicli  both  paitirs  tlilplayed  great 
cou:age,  ifrength,  and  dexterity  ;  but 
the  relult  of  w  hlcli  was  a  complete  vic¬ 
tory  to  the  Italians,  the  Frtiicli  lie- 
ing  ail  cither  wounded  or  made  pri- 
fooM  s.” 

Ti»ii>  event,  though  unimpoitant  in 
itfclf,  k'cm.s  to  have  infpired  ilie  Jti- 
li  ins  witti  (pit I:  to  defend  their  native 
country,  ami  to  h.i\c  led  the  way  10  the 
mimeroiis  defeats  ami  dif, liters  that  thu 
Fi »*f>fh  after w. lids  experienced. 

Ca'far  ftoigi.i,  whole  malady  Hill  con-

1  he  ejection  ot  Julius  the  Ilii  followed. 
This  FoF^titr,  “  wlif)  proved  o»'e  of  the 
inott  rvariikfj  and  politick  Sove¬ 

reigns  that  h.'td  ever  (at  in  the  Chair  of 
St.  Fetcr,"  attempted  to  divelt  Borgia 
rf  his  territories.  'I'hc  latter  was  fc'on 
after  betrayed  by  the  Sjianini  C»  ne'al 
Cionblvo,  and  (cut  priforer  to  Spain, 
whci  c,  after  h  iving  efitCfed  liis  ehape 
from  the  Cillle  ol  Medina  del  Campo, 
he  at  Icngrh  fell  by  a  (hot  under  the 
wails  of  Vima,  wtitrire  his  b(Miy  was 
ronveyed  to  Pampclnna,  and  intened 
in  the  Catliedi.al  of  which  he  h  ul  once 
been  Prelate. 

With  rtfpe^f  to  his  chataflrr,  on 
which  we  think  Inthc'ent  oblo«|uv  is 
thrown  hv  the  praife  of  Macliiavelli, 
Mr.  R.  endeavOMrs  to  tefen;*  it  from 
oiir  abhorrrnc»' :  but  to  thl*i  r.ll  that  v  r 
have  aircTdy  laid  upon  the  iubjccf  wnil 
apply. 

The  day  on  which  the  Fierch  were 
defCtited  by  <jon(alvo  on  t!ie  Ciarigli- 
one  terminated  the  tnifortnnale  life  of 
Piero  dc  Medici,  who  had  engaged  in 
their  fcrvice.  'I  liis  appears  to  have 
h:en  the  period  fiona  which  the  for¬ 
tunes  of  the  honk*  he^an  once  more  to 
revive;  a  citcnmitaiue  that  was  proba¬ 
bly  owing  to  the  prudence  and  circum- 
Ipecfion  of  tlie  Cardin.al  de  Medici, 
who  frrms,  in  t!ie  purluits  of  litera¬ 
ture,  the  encouragement  of  the  arts, 
a  .d  the  exmife  of  benevolence,  to 
have  cndeavonrcti  to  fleer  clear  of 
patty,  and  c\en  in  the  .amiifements 
of  the  chife  (to  which,  for  fear  of 
corpnlenty*  I'c  lunch  addiiled  Itim- 
iVlf,)  to  hive,  by  the  proper  fcle£f*on 
of  his  afTt.ciate?,  avoided  as  much  as 
poffihlc  invidirns  tliltiniVions. 

H«s  char.iOcr  (which,  now  he  was 
conhdered  as  the  head  of  his  f.imily, 
the  author  begins  more  fully  to  <!evt- 
lope,)  appears,  under  all  the  cmbarialV- 
tnenis  which  a  g»c.;t  fpirit  opeiating 
itpon  a  contracted  income  mult  feel,

This  Chapter  prefen^s  one  very  ex- 
traordinarv  feature  j  wnich  is,  the  fu- 
prcine  Head  of  the  Cliurch,  the  repie- 
lentative  of  him  who  came  to  (peak 
peace  and  good  will  towards  men,  arm¬ 
ed  not  with  anatbemasj  but  clad,  we 
mint  rupnofe,  in  complete  '^eel,  and 
with  all  the  ardour  of  a  young  foldier, 
combined  as  it  (hould  feem  with  all  the 
experience  of  an  old  General,  “  march¬ 
ing  at  the  head  of  his  troops  amidi^ 
frolt  and  norms  to  the  attack  of  Miran- 
dula.  H?  directed  in  uerlon  the  plant¬ 
ing  of  the  artillery  j  he  regulated  the 
order  of  the  arrack  }  he  ex 00 fed  him- 
felf  fearlelsly  to  the  fire  ot  the  enemy  ? 
till  at  length  he  ttfeited  a  breach  in  the 
walls,  and  reduced  the  enemy  to  the 
peceifity  of  a  capitulation.” 

This  heroic  Pontiff  foon  after  took  a 
refoiution  which,  we  think,  reHeifs 
honour  on  his  memory  ;  this  was,  to 
reltorc  the  Medici  to  Florence,  their 
ancient  feat  i  the  people  of  which  were, 
perhaps,  exultlngin  having  terminated 
the  long-protracted  fiegc  of  Pi  fa,  by 
forcing  the  inhabitants  to  capitulate. 
This  reifoiati«n  was  not,  however,  yet 
to  he  cffcMed  ;  on  the  contrary,  we  Ice, 
before  the  conclufion  of  this  Chapter, 
the  allies  defeated  by  that  young  hero 
Galton  de  Folx  before  the  walls  of 
Kavenna,  and  the  Cardinal  de  Medici 
made  pnfoner  while  in  the  habit  of 
peace,  acting  in  the  middle  of  a  camp 
as  Legate  of  the  Churchf  and  endea- 
vouring  to  maintain  order  among  a 
body  of  troops  where,  wre  believe,  order 
was  much  wanted. 

The  charader  of’ the  Cardinal  de 
Medici  becomes  the  more  inierclting 
the  fuller  ir  is  difplayed.  After  the 
death  of  de  Foix  the  fatal  effeds  of  the 
condud  of  the  French  at  the  Tacking  of 
Kavenna  began  to  operate  upon  them- 
Telvrs  J  and  from  this  period  their 
affairs  feemed  rapidly  to  decline  :  they, 
however,  conveyed  him  from  its  vici¬ 
nity  to  Bologna,  where  he  was  received 
with  much  kindnefs  by  the  Bentivoli,

the  ancient  friends  of  his  family.  He 
was  Toon  after  transferred,  with  many 
other  noble  pri Toners,  to  Milan,  whence 
they  were  to  be  Tent  by  the  orders  of 
Louis  the  Xllth  into  France.  While 
at  Milan,  the  prudent  condud  of  the 
Cardinal  contributed  to  diferedit  the 
proceedings  of  the  malcontents.  Here 
he  received  fioin  the  Pope  a  plenary 
power  of  abfolving  fioni  their  offences 
all  thofe  who,  in  obedience  to  the  com- 
m.ands  of  their  King,  hnl  t.akcn  arms 
again  it  the  Cliurch  j  which  was  imme¬ 
diately  taken  advantage  of  by  crowds 
of  luppiiants  }  “  .ind  the  city  of  Milan, 
on  this  occation,  exhibited  the  fingular 
fpec^aclc  of  a  prifbner  abfjiving  his 
enemies  from  the  very  crime  lliat  had 
been  the  cauTe  of  his  impriTonment, 
and  diifributing  his  pardon  to  thofe 
who,  inftead  of  manifelting  any  fub- 
Itaiuial  Tyinptoms  of  repentance,  de- 
monftiated,  by  ilieir  detention  of  him, 
that  they  yet  perfevered  in  their  Tins.” 

Pnrfuing  his  Tubjed  through  the 
ninth  (  haptcr,  (w!ii(  h,  however  bufy 
it  may  Teem,  only  includes  the  Tpace  of 
one  ye.ir,  from  1512  to  1513,)  the  au¬ 
thor  begins  with  the  opening  of  the 
Council  of  the  Liferan  by  Julius  the 
lid,  which  his  fagaciry  induced  him  to 
believe  would,  while  the  fplcndour  ot 
its  afTcmblagc  (confiding  of  Cardinals, 
Princes,  and  the  Reprefentatives  of  the 
Emperor  eled,  the  Kings  of  England 
and  Arragon,  the  Republic  of  Venice, 
and  the  other  Italian  Sutcs,)^one  HBwn 
that  .at  Milan,  which  was  now  denomi¬ 
nated  the  Concilahulumt  give  a  ffrong  im- 
piefhon  of  the  power  and  dignity  of 
the  Church  ;  ufefiil  at  all  times,  but 
particularly  fo  at  the  prcTcnt. 

This  Pontiff,  equally  politic  and  war¬ 
like,  it  appears,  was  right  in  his  ideas 
on  this  fubjed.  The  Holy  League^  he 
forefaw’,  nuiU  l>e  triumphant.  Of  this 
the  French  Monarch,  when  he  refleded 
upon  the  fliattered  condition  of  the  rem¬ 
nant  of  his  Italian  army,  and  received 
a  hint  from  our  Henry  the  Vlllth,  at 
that,  time  an  aSIive  member,  was  alio 
convinced.  He  therefore  was  dcfiroiu 
of  a  reconciliation  with  the  Pope.  In 
confequence  of  this  defire,  Julius,  who 
knew  well  that  it  cmanaicd  from  ne- 
cefTity,  did  what  every  keen  politician 
would  have  done  ;  he  reTolvcd  to  make 
as  good  a  bargiiu  as  he  could,  and  if  he

His  propolitions,  although  conrufedly 
cxprelfed,  or  ill  underltood  by  his  re¬ 
luctant  hearers,  wlio  were  nill  eager  to 
picfcrvc  at  lean  the  external  loinuand 
fliadow  of  liberty,  we'e  alleiittd  to  with¬ 
out  oppofition.  In  theic  difcuirions 
the  Medici  dilplayed  great  moderation. 
They  only  demanded  that  they  (houlJ 
be  allowed  to  rctuiii  as  private  Citi-

The  prifoners  were  all  tailors, 
except  one,  who  is  Richard  Phillips,  4 
carver  and  gilder.

Monday,  yuiy  8.  — On  the  ftcond 
reailing  ol  the  Duke  ol  Athor>  Annu¬ 
ity  Bill,  Lord  Wedmorciaml  urged 
many  arguments  in  its  lupporr,  found¬ 
ed  on  a  compaiiJou  ot  the  rights  and 
honours  enjoyed  by  tlic  Athol  tamily, 
as  Sovereigns  of  Man,  with  the  emn- 
pcnlation  made  for  the  luirendfr,  Tlie 
latter  he  conlidered  as  in  eve:y  point 
of  view  inadequate  j  and  contended, 
that  it  was  fuch  aa  rothing  hut  the  fear 
ot  their  being  violently  depiivtd  of 
their  rights,  by  the  ine.ifuies  in  agita¬ 
tion  in  1764,  could  have  Inductd  tiicm 
to  confent  to. 

Lord  Kllenborough  faid,  that  if  the 
Houle  wilhed  to  redeem  tnis  ineaiuie 
from  the  character  ot  a^'cA,  they  mult 
afford  more  time  foi  the  ptrulal  of  the 
documents  on  the  table  j  and  he  at  pre- 
lent  had  no  helitation  to  characterize  it 
as  the  groflelt  job  that  ever  it.iined  the 
annals  of  Parli.iment.  The  Bill  let  out 
with  the  alTeition  of  a  complete  falfe- 
hood,  by  Hating,  that  the  Hie  of  Man 
had  been  granted  in  fovereignty  to  the 
|)rogcnitort  of  the  Duke  of  Athol.  The 
loverctgnty  of  that  lUand  Hill  remained 
in  the  Crown  of  England.  It  were  bet¬ 
ter  for  the  public,  than  agree  to  this 
Billf  to  diltolve  the  contra^^  entered 
into  with  the  late  Duke  i  and  then  the 
balance  between  this  country  and  him 
would  Hand  thus We  had  received 
in  the  courfe  of  forty  years  a  profit 


of  31,000!.,  while  he  had  received  for 
his  bargain  upwards  of  200,000!.  He 
implored  the  Houle  to  think,  of  the 
conlequenccs  to  which  this  irunlicEon 
would  lead  j  and  concluded  with  en¬ 
tering  his  lolcmn  proteit  againlh  the 
Bill.

poled  the  Bid;  and  detaileil  vaiijus 
c’ii cutnll.ir.ee;  leiative  to  tiic  iianl- 
action.

The  Moniteur  of  the  13th,  in  a  letter 
from  Boulogne  of  the  11th,  (fates,  that 
on  the  preceding  day  “  tlie  Emperor 
reviewed  the  diviliori  under  General 
St.  Hilaire,  in  the  camp  to  the  right." 
On  Wednelilay  (c'nnight  he  reviewed 
the  whole  o(  the  fl  )tilla,  and  exprefTed 
the  greatell  fatisfa^tion  on  the  occalion. 
It  dw>cs  not  appear  that  tlie  troops  at 
Bjulognc  have  yet  embarked,  though 
they  arc  kept  in  a  conlfant  date  of  rea- 
dinefs  for  that  purpole.  General  Lan- 
nes  is  to  command  the  v  an  divifion  of 
the  invading  army  j  and  Cleneial  Ber* 
thier  is  (aid  to  be  appointed  Chiet  of 
the  Staff. 

Atcoriling  to  private  advices,  the 
army  which  Buonaparte  dcltines  for 
the  invalion  of  England  amounts  to 
200,000  men,  of  whom  18,000  are  artil¬ 
lery. 

By  llie  Dutch  Papers  we  learn,  that 
their  Iligii  Mlghtinelfes  are  to  alfemble 
on  extraordinary  bufinefs  the  3d  of 
next  month,  when  the  Penfionary  will 
iftnrn  to  tlie  Hague. 

The  Dutch  Papers  (fate  the  military 
movements  throughout  the  whole  of 
that  Republic  to  be  general  and  in- 
celf.int.  All  their  force  is  prelling 
foiward  to  the  Helder ;  and  the  im- 
nieule  traniports  of  ar  tillery,  baggage, 
and  ammunition  of  every  kind,  whicli 
are  forwarded  tliere,  combined  with 
o:!itr  circumffances,  imliice  the  ex¬ 
pectation,  that  the  del'yerate  attenijit  to 
inv.iiie  this*  country  is  at  length  Vtally 
intended  to  lie  made.  From  the  I'extl 
to  Boulogne,  tire  Fjench  and  B.iiavi.in 
armies  arc  pouiing  down  to  every  point 
v't  tire  Coalt.  Tire  French  loldieis  wc 
undciliand  to  be  adrnliahly  equipped 
and  provivled,  ami  in  a  date  i>f  the  molt 
pci  reit  dllcipliiie.  The  Batavian  regi- 
nit  nts  are  reprefented  as  being  both  dii- 
fatisfied  and  difaH'cifed. 

A  little  f'quailron,  confining  of  three 
frigates  ami  two  brigs,  Iras  been  en- 
iruifed  to  the  command  of  Jerome  Buo¬ 
naparte. 

The  accounts  fr  om  Germany  are  full 
of  ir.ilitary  preparations}  though  the 
letters  from  Vienna  (peak  as  if  it  were 
not  the  Intention  of  that  Court  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  licltiliiies,  but  merely  to  main¬ 
tain  an  armed  neutrality.  This,  how¬ 
ever,  is  ftated  only  as  a  conjeifure  }  and 
lume  letters  itate,  that  Buonaparte  has 


already  demanded  explanations  from 
the  Cabinet  of  Vienna  on  the  fubjctif  of 
the  military  tnovernents  in  the  Andrian 
States,  and  ha^rnfilted  that  a  part  ot  the 
troops  colle«ifcd  on  the  frontier  s  of  Italy 
fhouhl  be  withdr  awn.  It  is  further  (aid, 
that  the  Au.triaii  Miniiler  at  Paris 
liavrog  affured  him  tliat  the  movements 
in  (jueilioii  were  rendered  necelVary  by 
the  prefent  unfettled  (tale  of  the  Tuik- 
ifh  Provinces,  and  the  annainent  of 
Rulfia  }  that  they  proceeded  from  a 
determination  on  the  part  of  his  Impe¬ 
rial  Majefty  to  maintain  a  lli  i^I  Neutral- 
ity,  and  had  no  holtile  reference  what¬ 
ever  to  France,  the  Corfican,  with  that 
intemperance  and  infolence  which  cha- 
ra6lerize  him,  replied,  “  that  he  was 
aware  of  the  falfehood  of  this  exciife, 
and  that  his  Mailer  (hould  be  cautious 
how  he  again  called  him  into  the 
field."

Aug,  15. — Dilpatches  were  received 
at  tiie  India  Houle,  brought  by  tlie 
Br/// P.acket,  Bengal,  from  which  plate 
Ihc  failed  the  ill  of  April,  and  from 
St.  Helena  on  the  29th  of  June,  where 
Ihe  left  Admiral  Rainier  with  the  home¬ 
ward-bound  Eall-India  convoy. 

The  otHcial  accounts  brouglit  by  the 
above  packet  relate  chiefiy  to  the  ope-  | 
rations  of  our  Army  againll  the  Native 
Powers,  and  Holkar  their  Chief.  Thele 
official  communications  arc  of  luch  very 
great  length,  that  we  cannot  poflihly 
give  them  in  detail ;  but  they  inform 
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us,  that  notwithnanding  the  flattering 
piofpcd  held  out  in  former  difpatchts 
of  the  re  luclion  Bhurtpore,  General 
Lord  L^ke  had  not  luccecded,  on  the 
5fh  of  Marcli,  in  rendering  himftlf 
iiullcrof  it.  No  lefs  than  tliree  fuble- 
quent  afTaiilts  appear  to  have  been  made 
againtt  the  plate,  which  were  carried  on 
with  genuine  Engliih  bravery  ;  but  all 
piovcd  inertedual  ;  and  our  lofs  is  elli- 
nntcd  at  3000  killed  and  wounded, 
with  about  105  0:ficers.  The  Rajah, 
who  defended  the  place, -had  indeed 
every  thing  at  Itakc  j  liis  life,  his  liber¬ 
ty,  his  family,  his  property  —  every 
thing  that  was  dear  to  him— and  he 
fought  nobly  in  their  defence  ! — he 
had  accumulated  all  in  oiie  fpot,  and 
exprtll'ed  his  determination  of  blowing  ' 
up  all  together,  lliould  the  Engliih  ob¬ 
tain  a  footing  in  the  place  1 

It  is  underllood  that  the  Rajah  had 
propolcd  liberal  conditiotis  of  furren- 
der ; — thefe  were,  to  p:iy  all  the  ejr- 
pinfts  of  the  war,  and  give  three  lacks 
to  be  dilburfed  among  the  troops. 
Thefe  offers  were  reje»iicd  ;  and  an 
unconditional  fur  render  is  fa  id  to  have 
been  infilled  upon.  Private  letters  fay, 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  (»encral 
Lord  Lake  to  make  another  afl'ault  on 
Bhurtpore,  which  hisLoidlhlp  had  the 
greatelt  confidence  would  fuccced,  as 
his  army  had  received  a  very  confider- 
able  reinforcement.

At  this  ciiticd  moment  I  was 
joined  by  Corporals  Crofs  and  Hcllop, 
at  a  time  when  I  lind  been  httecn  or 
twenty  minutes  on  the  wall,  and  the 
hildars  making  a  hole  through  the  para- 
pcia,  in  a  Ihoit  lime  our  numbers  in- 
Cicalcd,  and  we  piilhed  the  enemy  to 
tlu:  gate  ol  tht  Giirrie,  which  is  of 
aconlideiable  heiglit,  w’ith  a  broad  deep 
ditch  round  it,  and  a  winding  pathwr.iy 
defended  by  paiapits  and  loopholes, 
where  only  two  men  can  go  ahreail.

There  are  fix  three- pounders, 
nionnied  on  carriages,  on  the  balfions, 
a’-d  t<mr  piecc>  of  a  finaller  i\7^  on  fwi- 
vcls,  befidts  lli.rty-fix  ging  .Is  m  avtry 
good  kind.  Our  lofs  is  very  trilling, 
confidciiiig  how  much  we  were  ex- 
pofed  for  three  lu  urs  and  a  hall.

feven  or  tight  lepoys,  thiee  tlaflitts, 
me  bullock-ih  ivti’,  and  lour  iu‘  hvc  01 
the  irregulais,  wounded.

Scarcely  liad  they  tiine 
to  make  a  pieciult  ue  letreat,  when  the 
outward  dam  built  with  adoniftiing 
violence  ;  and  wlnt  a  minute  before  was 
dry  lanil,  was  iiiltantly  coveied  with 
twelve  lect  ot  water:  the  Iccond  dam, 
a!)otit  rilty  jatds  farther  on,  compofed 
of  logs  of  wood  twelve  inches  iliick, 
befidcs  a  Itrong  diagonal  log  by  way  of 
bar,  was  in  like  manner  forced  by  the 
ciinciUj  and  this  ama/ing  Itrong  bar 
f napped  in  two,  as  if  it  had  lieen  a 
piece  of  lath.  The  Canal  was  imme¬ 
diately  lilled,  as  far  as  the  lecond 
flooil-gate  next  to  Limehoufe,  which, 
being  Ihut,  happily  relilfed  the  toicc 
of  the  current.  Contideiable  injury 
has  been  done  to  the  hanking  and  ma- 
lonry  woik  at  tjie  extietuiry,  as  well  as 
at  the  fint  lock,  great  part  of  the  abiit- 
mtnts  on  each  fide  having  been  carried 
a.vay. 

T xtra^r dinar y  Feat  of  a  Draught  liorfe. 
— An  iipparailckd  inifance  of  ihepower 
of  a  liorfe,  when  afiilted  by  art,  was 
fhown  near  Croydi  n.  The  Surrey  Iron 
J\ailway  being  completed,  and  opened 
for  the  cariiage  of  gi.i.ds  a'd  the  way 
fioiu  WaiKlfwoilii  to  Mertfliajn,  a  bet 


was  made  between  two  Gentlemen, 
that  a  common  hoiTe  could  tlraw  z/’/V/y* 
fx  tons  for  fix  miles  along  the  road,  and 
that  he  lliould  draw  this  weight  tiom  a 
dead  pull,  as  well  ns  turn  it  round  ihc 
occafjonal  windings  of  tlie  road.
